Only Safety and Labor Regulations 
Of Motor Law Apply to Truck Shows 


BATH, Me., Aug. 17.—Charles T. Hunt, 
president of the Motorized Circus 
Owners and Agents’ Association, today 
called the attention of all members of 
the motorized circus industry to the ap- 
pointment of John L. Rogers as director 
of the Bureau of Motor Carriers. 

The Bureau of Motor Carriers has 
been created as a result of the approval 
by President Roosevelt of the motor 
carrier act, which follows a 10-year 
legislative drive to put interstate bus 
and truck traffic under federal control. 

“The new law becomes effective Oc- 
tober 1,” said Mr. Hunt. “It provides 
for drastic motor carrier regulation by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

“Our association,” continued Mr. 
Hunt. “worked constantly to bring about 
a modification of the original stringent 
act, which would have worked a great 
hardship on the motorized circus in- 


‘ dustry. While common carriers must 


obtain certificates of “public convenience 
and necessity, and contract carriers 
must obtain permits, trucks used ex- 
clusively in the business of the owner 
are exempt from all provisions of the 
act except safety and labor regulations. 

“When it is considered that the act 
will affect about 50,000 trucks and 100,- 
000 busses, we can well understand that 
the Bureau of Motor Carriers will be- 
come fully as important to truck trans- 
portation as is the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to the railroads. 

“If we had failed in assisting to bring 
about a liberalization of the act’s 
stringent requirements, such provisions 
might have interfered with the con- 


tinuation of motorized circuses. 

“Most jumps made by motorized cir- 
cuses are less than 100 miles. Time for 
operation of a truck is but a few hours, 
and, consequently, the motorized circus 
will have no difficulty in complying 
fully with the very reasonable require- 
ments of the Bureau of Motor Carriers. 


“In connection with our tampaign we 
desire to express our appreciation to 
the legislative committee of the Circus 
Fans’ Association, which assisted ma- 
terially in making known the attitude 
of the MCOAA.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—America shud- 
dered, and a shock went thru all of the 
show business yesterday (Friday), when 
the news of the death of Will Rogers 
and Wiley Post broke. The effect the 
flash had in New York and on New 
Yorkers, both in and out of the amuse- 
ment field, was almost indescribable. 
To the laity Rogers meant laughter and 
entertainment, and, above that, a defi- 
nite place in contemporary history as 
josher and crony of bigwigs, especially 
political bigwigs. To the show world, 
it meant the passing of one of the great- 
est and most popular of today’s per- 
formers. Post’s death was as great a 
shock, altho not so close to home.

Brandt-306 War Flames;

Bombing denied by union, called attempts by operators

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—The war be- 
tween Local 306 and Harry Brandt, 
whom the union blames for many of its 
troubles, broke out with spectacular 
picketing by the union and violence by 
police this week.

10, when the pay cuts were originally 
supposed to go into effect. President 
Joe Basson of 306 and the circuits have

ICTOR YOUNC is one of the leading names 

in contemporary music. His interest in 

that field started when he was scarcely 
more than an infant and when he was six he 
could play the violin. Four years later, when 
his mother died, his grandfather in Warsaw 
sent for him and started him on a musical 
career, sending him to school. In Europe he 
studied under several notable teachers, includ- 
ing Yarsembsky, Lotto and Stanislav Barcevicz. 
His initial public appearance was with the 
Warsaw Philharmonic. Shortly after he was 
the victim of a number of mishaps, super- 
induced by the war, with Young eventually 
returning to America in 1920. 

His start in show business came after he 
worked his way to California. He begged Sid 
Crauman for a chance to play in the regular 
Million Dollar Theater auditions, and a half 
hour after he began his first piece he was made 
concert manager.

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—The Minsky 
Brothers (Herbert, Kay and Morton) 
and Joseph Weinstock, burlesque oper- 
ators, have extended their activities to 
the legit field.

New Chi Relief 
Project Proposed 


CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—A new relief 
project that would employ some 660 
players and helpers has been proposed 
by the Chicago park district, which has 
made application to the Federal Works 
Progress Administration for funds 
amounting to $629,475 to finance the 
program. [Illinois officials of the WPA 
approved the project and the applica- 
tion now goes to Washington.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Radio paid 
moving tribute to Will Rogers and Wiley 
Post yesterday, both major networks 
presenting memorial programs.

Yesterday afternoon, a few hours after 
the news of the plane crash was re- 
ceived, Columbia put on a program di- 
rectly from the Senate. Senators from 
a number of States spoke, each paying 
tribute to the man who had kidded 
them more than any other humorist in 
American history, yet for whom they 
had the deepest regard and respect.

Summer Biz Up 45%; 
CBS’s July $900,000 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Expected in- 
crease in 1935 summer radio income over 
a like period for 1934 is shown to have 
come thru in early figures obtainable 
for this year’s hot months. Columbia 
Broadcasting System shows a net gain 
for June and July of 15.2 per cent and 
45.5 per cent, respectively, with an esti- 
mated increase over August of 1934 of 
75 ver cent. The Columbia average in- 
crease for these three months will be 
about 45 per cent, nearly half again as 
much as was done last year. 

CBS grossed $1,666,729 in June of 
1935, while July took in $910,470. The 
estimate for August is about $900,000, 
a considerable jump over last August, 
which was a real “dog” month. While 
it is expected that the National Broad- 
casting Company's figures will show a 
similar improvement, the NBC figures 
were not obtainable. 

Local station improvement is also 
noticeable in New York. WOR reports a 
70 per cent better take this summer 
than last, while WMCA has greatly ex- 
ceeded its business this year as against 
1934. 

‘Columbia anticipates total gross of 
about $18,000,000 this year, 22 per cent 
ahead of last year’s income. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—Leonard Keller, 
whose orchestra is on several times 
weekly over NBC from the Bismarck 
Hotel, has been signed under exclusive 
management contract by the NBC 
Artists’ Service.

Radio news service asks commission for hearing in op-

NEW YORK, Aug. 17—Transradio News Service has petitioned the Federal 
Communications Commission in Washington to be heard in opposition to granting 
license renewals to network-owned stations. This is Transradio’s second move in 

fighting the major networks and the principal news services, first being TR’s 


$1,700,000 suit alleging restraint of trade. 


NBC and CBS outlets recently were 


given license renewals, with TR not coming up before the FCC, if at all, for another 


six months, licenses being renewed twice a year. 


WIP-Philly Ledger in 
Time Space Exchange Deal 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 17.—Following 
recent space and time deals made by 
WFIL with The Daily News and The 
Record, WIP has arranged a swap with 
The Evening Public Ledger. Stations 
give time in exchange for space in the 
dailies. Benedict Gimbel Jr. and John 
Westcott, of The Ledger, made the deal. 
WIP had been adversely affected by 
reductions recently made in the Gimbel 
store ad budgets. 

WIP has also landed Orient Reed, 
singer, who was given a buildup by 
WFIL, only to squabble over money. 
Now WIP is planning to coast in on the 
WFIL publicity. 


KFRC Goes to 5,000 Watts 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.—KFRC, 
the Don Lee Broadcasting System’s local 
outlet, is set to go 5,000 watts, day- 
time hours, today. Station has installed 
new Western Electric transmitting 
equipment, which includes speech in- 
put and amplifying devices. A new 
monitor control room was recently com- 
pleted and /others are in the process of 
being built for individual studios. Work 
is under supervision of Harold G. Peery, 
chief engineer of the network, and Alan 
Cormack, in charge of the station’s 
engineering staff. 


ASCAP May Close Wis. Office; 


Divergent Views on New Law 


CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—Divergent views 
are being expressed on the recently en- 
acted: music tax law which was rail- 
roaded thru the Wisconsin Legislature 
and which is aimed specifically at the 
American Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers. 


E. S. Hartman, local counsel for the 
society, told a Billboard representative 
that he regards the law as highlv dis- 
criminatory. It only means confusion, 
he says, and probably will cause more 
or less truoble for the very people it is 
supposed to benefit. It is possible 
ASCAP may withdraw its offices from 
Wisconsin, in which event those wishing 
to do business with the society would 
be compelled to deal with the Chicago 
office or an office in some State other 
than Wisconsin. It is the opinion of 
the society that the law may conflict 
with federal statutes and might be de- 
clared invalid if it came to a showdown. 


Proponents of the law say they have 
found unfair methods used in the col- 
lection of copyrighted claims and that 
the law is designed to do away with 
such abuses. 


“For some time past,” says W. J. 
Damm, manager of Station WTMJ, Mil- 
waukee, “there has been an outcry in 
the State, particularly from the owners 
of small dance halls and other amuse- 
ment places who have been threatened 
with suit by the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers. 


These people eventually found a cham- 
pion in Assemblyman Frank Graass, of 
Sturgeon Bay, who for four months has 
been on the trail of what he terms ‘the 
biggest racket in the State.” He says 
the collection of copyright fees from 
proprietors of amusement places whose 
orchéstras entertain with copyrighted 
musical numbers is a business that runs 
into hundreds of thousands of dollars 
every vear and that it is operated thru 
prompters and informers who aid in 
Placing the victim on the spot. He 
claims that a prompter, for example, 
will send to a hotel orchestra a ‘request’ 
that a certain number be played. When 
the orchestra complies the proprietor is 
presented with a bill for the rendition 
of copyrighted music. Spotters are al- 
leged to frequent places where there is 
musical entertainment and to report 
each performance on which a claim can 
be made.” 

Mr. Damm further stated: “No report 
has been made as yet by the legislative 
committee appointed to investigate the 
society (ASCAP). The resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Graass, under which the 
committee was named, alleged among 
other things that the complaints from 
over the State ‘are such as to indicate 
that the activities of said American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers have reached the status of a 
wel' developed, organized and extensive 
racket which should be effectively sup- 
pressed.’” 


It is also reported that the De- 
partment of Justice may investigate the 
alleged trust on “new3;.” 

License renewals to the stations, ac- 
cording to Transradio, “would contravene 
the public interest, convenience and 
necessity.” The agreement made (Press 
Radio), clainis Transradio, prevents the 
stations from broadcasting “fresh” news, 
altho they did so before coming to this 
understanding with the publishers and 
the news services. The stations are 
charged with censorship of news, monop- 
Olistic activities and restraint of trade in 
interstate radio communications. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Dissatisfaction 
with the present radio news setup, pro- 
gram listing policies and sale of news serv- 
ices’ lines to radio stations seems to be in- 
creasing in newspaper circles. Informa- 
tion is to the effect that Middle Western 
publishers are increasingly cutting down 
on free radio space, whether it be in the 
nature of program listings, publicity or 
art space. The publishers expressed the 
opinion that the present arrangement is 
detrimental to their interests, while the 
Press Radio agreement, before UP and 
INS started on the radio field, was better. 
Disapproval of sponsored news is almost 
universal. 

A similar reaction was expressed re- 
cently by California publishers, who are 
meeting tc chart a course of action in 
opposition to selling news to stations, 
commercially or otherwise.

Close to the automotive field 
run cosmetics, drug products (toothpaste, 
soap, etc.), foods and cigarets. Latter in- 
cludes some advertisers barely known as 
such in this country. 

Countries getting most of the foreign 
business are in the southern half of 
this hemisphere. In about the sequence 
the countries run, as to expenditures, 
hey are: Argentine, Mexico, Venezuela, 
Cuba and Brazil. Following Brazil is 
Porto Rico. Europe’s bulk goes to Radio 
Luxembourg. 

Top auto advertisers include Ford, Gen- 
eral Motors, Packard and Studebaker. 
In a co-related field are Standard Oil, 
Shell and Pierce Oil. In the cosmetic 
line are Outdoor Girl, Ponds, Richard 
Hudnut, Lehn & Punk (Hinds); Plough, 
Inc.; Princess Pat and Max Factor. Dental 
products include Kolynos, Pepsodent, 
Bost, Ipana, Forhans, Listerine, Squibb 
and Colgate-Palmolive-Peet Company.

NBC Records Activities of 


Dayti 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17. — National 
Broadcasting Company will release the 
results of a new daytime survey made 


for the chain by the Market Research 
Co-porati on of America. Survey has 
been in the works for a year, with six 
months alone involved in the tabulation 
of the results. It is said to be the first 
time that any advertising medium has 
charted the actual occupational activ- 
ities of its market. In the results, fig- 
ures are given showing just what num- 
ber of people, as an average, are reach- 
able at various periods of the day, and 
further what the average occupation is 
then. 

NEC set out to answer “Why daytime 
broadcasting”; “What are its possibili- 


ime Listeners in Survey

ties” and “Why is it good for a particu- 
lar product?” Results were obtained by 
telephone calls and personal interviews. 
In the latter cases, women were given a 
record sheet to fill out, listing their do- 
mestic activities every half hour from 
8 am.to1lp.m. These results ere tab- 
ulated in the book, but are obviously too 
long to be published here. 

The number of reachable families, the 
figures reveal, vary from 75 per cent to 
90.4 per cent (radio families), varying 
due to time of day and changes of time, 
due to time zones. At 11 a.m., for in- 
stance, NBC shows 16,000,000 radin fami- 
lies with people present and listening 
Early morning draws less, there being 
time differences, while the amount in- 
creases in the forenoon.

Reed Lawton, a comparatively new 
name to local broadcasting, definitely 
impresses as tho he is on the way to 
going places. This program paradox- 
ically gives him a chance on the air 
and at the same time holds him down. 
Songs selected are of the sentimental 
vein more than any other, whereas he 
should have at least one tune to allow 
him to sing something hearty. His 
voice is nicely robust and of good qual- 
ity, with occasional slips in diction. 
However, he should bring morning 
women listeners. 

Backing Lawton is a small orchestra 
without billing but conducted by Aldo 
Ricci. The musical job is quite good, 
altho an improvement might be made in 
substituting an entire string ensemble 
instead of this mixture with one or two 
saxes. Either this or a really full- 
bodied orchestra, which is probably out 
because of budgetary reasons. 

Commercials are handled by the 
Health Counselor (Paul Stewart), whose 
assignment it is to discuss beauty, 
health, etc. The spiels aren’t bad, much 
better than others of similar nature 
previously heard. Stewart delivers them 
convincingly and pleasantly in a not too 
easy job. J. P

a picture under way Brown consented 

to hire one assistant cameraman out of 

the crew of 25 men he has working here. 

This offer, according to the local union 
officials, was not exactly what they ex- 
pected. 

Richard Walsh, of Brooklyn, interna- 
tional fourth vice-president of IATSE, 
came here to try to straighten out the 
difficulty, but was unable to get to first 
base. After conferences Walsh said that 
every effort would be made by the na- 
tional officers of his organization to 
spread the fact that the picture, or at 
least that part of it made here, was 
produced by men who are not members 
of the IATSE. 

The worst was yet tocome. For weeks 
the local Silver Cornet Band has been 
polishing up its instruments, taking the 
mothballs out of its uniforms and prac- 
ticing in the heat of the evening.

On the day before this scene 
was to be shot, it was announced that 
the film company “had been forced to 
hire a union band.”

more radio programs explaining opera 
along the style of Dr. Walter Damrosch's 
music appreciation broadcasts. 

Miss Hoeppel says grand opera has been 
restricted too long to the ultra-rich, who 
never really appreciated the art. Not 
only that, she says, but the propaganda 
that English was a poor’ language for 
opera and that only foreign languages 
could do opera justice have combined to 
prevent popularization of opera. She 
thinks that more and better translations 
of foreign operas would do much to widen 
the influence of opera in this country. 
She cites the singing of Martha in Eng- 
lish at the Hippodrome last year and the 
fine response of the audiences as an in- 
dication of the possibilities. 

Meanwhile the Hoeppel Bill to protect 
the earning capacities of American sing- 
ers and musicians has been reported 
favorably by the House committee on 
immigration and now goes to the Labor 
Department for possible revisions. It 
may be voted on in the House before 
this session adjourns.

Most studios have their 
own stock companies, many of which are 
small. In the past little effort has been 
made to take full advantage of their 
talent for important roles, but in the 
future this will be done.

off and a stock player selected. In this 
way studios can build up their own 
names at nominal expense. 
’ There is no doubt but what the pres- 
ent situation will hasten the start of 
legit stock troupes by the producers in 
order to lessen the danger of finding 
themselves without talent.

in Jackson Heights. On Tuesday, at 3:10 
am., a speeding car flung a bomb that 
shattered the ticket booth of the Circle 
Theater, an indie house.

Martin 
Fink, general manager of Brandt’s mid- 
town theaters, was questioned by Belskin 
and denied knowing that Supreme Court 
Justice Collins had described Allied as 
“a company union.” Brodsky then called 
a halt to the proceedings and dismissed 
96 operators, reserving decision on the 
remaining 54. 

Sam Sole, a 306 man, was beaten up 
by police in front of the Times Square 
Theater Thursday and the union has 
filed a protest with Police Cornmissioner 
Valentine. Alfred Apterkar, another 306 
picketer, was arrested for felonious as- 
sault yesterday. The union claims this 
is a frameup. . 

Another complication was the resump- 
tion of picketing by Allied Thursday. It 
picketed the State and other houses 
using 306 operators for a couple of days. 

David Krassner, head of the National 
Theatrical Federated Union, is in town 
offering to supply operators to Loew and 
RKO in case of a strike.

sands of professionals haunting the 
agencies here. 

Three of the projects will undoubtedly 
be administered by the drama-vaude de- 
partment headed by Col. Earle Boothe. 
They comprise an appropriation of 
$1,521,764 for professional dramatic 
shows; an appropriation of $906,960 for 
vaudeville units to tour the Second and 
Third Corps areas, and an appropriation 
of $333,260 to provide free circus shows 
in local parks in the summer and in 
armories in the winter. Charles Mosconi, 
with Walter Diggs assisting, will prob- 
ably supervise the vaude and circus 
projects under Boothe. 

The circus project was planned and 
pushed by the American Federation of 
Actors and provides for at least five 62- 
people units. Boothe’s department al- 
ready has a list of available circus acts, 
including a slide-for-life act, wire turns, 
&@ cannon-ball catching aovelty, acrobatic 
clowns, bicycle acts and aerial turns. 

The vaude road project provides work 
for at least seven units for a full year, 
while the drama project means work for 
at least 15 to 20 shows for a year. The 
dramas will be supervised by Boothe di- 
rectly. , 

The fourth project provides for an ap- 
propriation of $1,465,962 to give work to 
orchestral, band and vocal ensemble 
units, which will give free concerts in 
schools, museums, armories, parks and 
over WNYC, the municipal broadcasting 
station. The Music Department at 111 
Eighth avenue will handle this. 

The news of the huge sums being 
poured into these free shows is being 
hailed by jobless actors and musicians, 
but operators of commercial show spots 
express uneasiness at what they consider 
unjust encroachment upon their busi- 


ness.

tather than looks nowadays, there are 
plenty of elderly men in choruses who 
work steadily. Men have always been 
older than girls in the same show, and 
the men’s theatrical career has always 
been longer than that of the girls. The 
men seem to take their careers more 
seriously, being more diligent in hunting 
for new shows and developing their 
talent. Many of them are married, this 
being revealed by the many applications 
for relief which Chorus Equity has been 
receiving. 

There have been cases of medical and 
law students doubling in chorus, accord- 
ing to Dorothy Bryant, secretary of 
Chorus Equity. Most of these students 
never finished their medical or law 
careers, it is interesting to note. But 
aside from isolated cases, the ridicule 
heaped on chorus boys has apparently 
kept many out of the field. 

At least half of the well-known musi- 
cal comedy principals climbed out of the 
chorus, says Mrs. Bryant. Jack Oakie, 
Edward Nell and James Cagney are doing 
all right in Hollywood. Quite a few have 
become dance or dramatic directors, 
among them being Russell Markert, 
Georgie Hale, Jack Donahue (not the one 
who died), Jerry White, Arnold Brown, 
John Pierce, William Hale and Bill 
Powers. Herman Hober became a stage 
manager and is now a lawyer. Mrs. 
Bryant met a former chorus boy last 
week who is now a taxi driver. Quite 
a few have become insurance agents and 
@ great many have become dancing and 


singing teachers. One chorus boy, Mrs. 
Bryant can remember, married an 
heiress and became rich. And he’s the 
cnly one who stepped into real wealth 
so far as she can remember. No male 
Cinderella stories here! 

The Charles Weidman male dancing 
troupe in As Thousands Cheer last year, 
incidentally, is pointed out as suggesting 
a@ new trend in chorus men for shows. 
It was the first highly trained male 
troupe to offer “high-class” concert danc- 
ing in a Broadway show.

and wonderment. It swemed unbeliev- 

able. 

Until mid-afternoon, when definite 
confirmation came thru, there was an 
element of doubt and disbelief. One of 
the New York dailies, despite the size 
and importance of the story, refused to 
touch it until sure. 

Rogers and Post were on a “vacation” 
flight. Post was to fly to Siberia, from 
Alaska. Rogers hadn't quite decided 
whether he would go with the crack flier 
or not. They stopped near Walkpi, 
Alaska, an Eskimo village, to check the 
motor which had been missing and to 
get directions. A dense fog had taken 
them off their course. A few hours after 
landing (Thursday) they started. The 
plane, it is said, balked and about 50 
feet from the ground banked sharply 
and crashed. Rogers wus thrown clear 
of the plane, Post’s body remaining in 
the cockpit, pinned by the motor. The 
pilot was one of the greatest of today’s 
aviators, holder of many records. 


Thru his work in pictures for the past 
few years, Rogers’ face was internation- 
ally known, as were his drawl, cowlick 
haircomb and dry, often sharp, wit. At 
the time of his death he was one of the 
highest paid men in the business, not 
only in pictures, but in radio, where he 
was paid $5,000 for an individual broad- 
cast. This money he turned over to 
charity. In his earlier days he had 
played vaudeville and legit musicals for 
Plorenz Ziegfeld. His writings, mainly 
in syndicated newspaper columns, had 
an enormous following and helped 
spread his name. 

Roger’s daughter, Mary, a young ac- 
tress, was playing the lead in Ceiling 
Zero at Lakewood, Me., at the time of 
her father’s death.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Loew is getting away from consistent vaudefilm policics 
and going in for flexible policies that will enable it to use box-office attractions, 
when and if needed. Altho Loew goes down to six vaude weeks Friday, it is never- 
theless picking up quite a few attractions for its straight picture houses during 


the next couple of months. 


Marvin H. Schenck, supervising flesh operations for 


Loew theaters, says his circuit is favoring a flexible policy so far as vaude was 


concerned. 
induced it to drop vaude out of the 
Capitol hee last week; the Orpheum, 
Boston, yesterday, and the Metropolitan, 
Brooklyn; the State, Newark, and Loew’s, 
Jersey City, August 23. All are full-week 
stands. 

Reports are still strong that the Para- 
dise, Bronx, and the Valencia, Jamaica, 
are the next to go. Schenck says the 
houses are being considered for straight 
picture policies, but nothing has been de- 
cided. Both are operating under the usual 
two-week summer notice. Two of the 
three houses that drop vaude next week, 
Jersey City and the Metropolitan, have 
been playing vaude ever since they 
opened. Newark had dropped vaude dur- 
ing previous summers and had been get- 
ting acts at a 25 per cent cut. Boston 
had been on the fence since last year. 

The sudden dropping of vaude in 
Newark, Jersey City and Brooklyn forced 
cancellations of quite a few penciled-in 
bookings.

27. All of these spots will continue to 
run occasional attractions. Other Loew 
spots now in straight pictures and which 
are expected to use occasional shows this 
year are Richmond, Norfolk, Rochester, 
Evansville, Youngstown, Cleveland, New 
Haven, Springfield, Waterbury, Hartford 
and Meriden. 

No chance of regular vaude policies in 
any of the New England houses, either, 
according to the booking office.

Cheered by the results of road- 
showing name attractions, such as Sally 
Rand, Amos ’n’ Andy, Thurston and 
others, indie operators are now taking 
to the idea of playing these Broadway 
plays. They are taking more to this idea 
than just playing the usual in units or 
straight vaude bills. 

Jack Marco, in local legit circles, has 
readied a Satlor Beware company which 
will road-show the picture houses, start- 
ing September 7 at the Capitol, Toledo, 
and following with a string of dates 
lined up by the Gus Sun Agency. The 
show has been boiled down to 55 min- 
utes and includes 12 girls and a cornet 


player. Marco also plans to send out 
The Barker and In Old Kentucky on 
this tour of the indie pix houses. 

This producer offers the shows on a 
straight percentage basis, and has as- 
sembled the show inexpensively. Figures 
on big buildups in the towns he will 
play, capitalizing on bringing a Broadway 
production to the sticks. His shows are 
able to play the indie houses inasmuch 
as their seating capacities are small and 
can thus provide the necessary intimacy 
needed by a legit play. 

While Marco figures on lining up 40- 
week routes for each show, it is doubtful 
that he will be able to get that much 
time out of the indies. In any event, 
if his shows are successful, it is likely 
that he can line up upwards of 20 weeks. 


New Threat to 
Amateur Nites 


N. Y. musicians’ union 
plans band ruling—would 
up cost of shows

NEW YORK, Aug. 19. — Musicians’ 
union, Local 802, is considering a new 
rule demanding use of an orchestra dur- 
ing performances of amateur shows in 
theaters. At present the union does not 
object to use of a pianist only for ama- 
teur nights. If the proposed rule is 
adopted, most of the local amateur 
nights will be discontinued, it is feared 
by exhibitors and amateur bookers. 

David S. Stern, who books the bulk 
of amateur shows in the East, says such 
a ruling will undoubtedly kill off ama- 
teur shows in theaters. He points out 
that in Essex County, New Jersey, where 
the musicians’ union demands a full 
orchestra with amateur shows, there are 
practically no amateur nights playing 
in straight picture spots. Only excep- 
tion recently was the Branford, Newark. 

Most local indie houses want amateur 
shows because of their cheapness. Aver- 
age cost of an amateur night is $35 to 
$40 to the booker, who pays off the acts 
and the pianist. In some of the bigger 
houses an extra stagehand is used to 
work the curtain. Some bookers claim 
the proposed ruling might force many 
houses to put in a single day of vaudé 
rather than amateurs once they realize 
they must use an orchestra either way. 


Explains a “Stranding”

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—There will be no Sunday shows on Broadway this fall, 
despite the new State and city laws permitting them. This fact, known for months 
on the Stem, became official Tuesday at a meetnig of the League of New York 
Theaters, when the managers discussed Equity’s action in allowing Sunday per- 
formances only when the players received an extra eighth of a week’s salary for 


the Sabbath efforts. 


point without flying in the face of pub- 
lic opinion, which it would have had to 
do if it had nixed Sunday outright. The 
actors have fought Sunday shows in New 
York for years, but when managers suc- 
ceeded in having the old State blue laws 
chal ged it was evident that the actors’ 
outfit would have to do something about 
it or else take the rap from the public. 
The council advocated the extra eighth 
from the start, and a referendum of the 
membership ratified their opinion. Sun- 
day shows, by the move, were okehed in 
theory but prevented in practice, which 
was what was wanted. r : 

Tuesday’s League meeting was to 
clarify and codify managerial opinion. 
The answer was clear and unanimous. 
According to the producers, the extra 
eighth would more than eat up the in- 
creased Sunday take. Musicals, which 
probably would have benefited most from 
Sundays, are absolutely prevented from 
playing by the Equity rule. Only possi- 
bility of Sunaay performances is with 
small-cast shows, but even that is doubt- 
ful. Producers claim that Equity ruling, 
which lasts only for a year, does not give 
sufficient time to get the public used to 
Sunday attendance even if the shows 
were put on. 


Managers also discussed the pay for 
rehearsal situation, about which they 
lodged a kick with Equity council several 
weeks ago. They are still waiting for 
the council to name a date for further 
discussion. No chance whatsoever that 
the council will change the ruling, tho. 
Producers also requested from Equity 
a schedule of overtime and rehearsal 
charges. 


Equity council met Tuesday and yester- 
day, but at both meetings the only thing 
teken up was the revised contract which 
will be used for the new season.

Legit Minor League for Pix, 
Radio, Says Equity in Plea 


NEW: YORK, Aug. 17.—At the same 
time that Hollywood is seriously con- 
sidering the establishment of legit 
stocks thruout the country as training 
spots and nurseries for new talent, 
Actors’ Equity launched the latest item 
in its seven-year-long campaign to get 
films (and later radio) to recognize 
that their survival depends upon the 
survival of legit. The Billboard has also 
pointed out editorially time after time 
that pix and radio are exhausting their 
own talent supplies and cannot possibly 
build up new talent reservoirs thru their 
own efforts. They must draw on legit. 
This has been done—in fact, so much 
that legit talent is now on the verge of 
running dry. Only way out is for radio 
and pix to establish legit firmly as a 
training school from which to draw. 

The Equity plea, which comes out in 
the form of an editorial in Equity 
Magazine, claims that the interests of 
radio and pix lie not in competition 
with legit, but in co-operation. “In 
spite of long-continued and extraordi- 
narily earnest efforts to develop their 
own resources,” it says, “both radio and 
the motion pictures still find their best 


actors, writers and directors are those 
whose original training was received in 
the legitimate theater. 

“What would it profit them if they 
could entirely dispose of the theater if 
they found that by so doing they had 
deprived themselves of their best train- 
ing school and proving ground? Purely 
from the standpoint of their own selfish 
interests they would have dealt them- 
selves a terribly punishing blow and one 
from which they would be long re- 
covering.” 

Legit as a minor league for pix and 
radio is the general tone of the editorial. 
“The motion pictures,” it says, “have no 
minor leagues for their talent to cor- 
respond to stock companies and touring 
companies.” They have to depend on 
legit, it continues, and will be stuck 
when they have drained legit dry—a 
process now well on its way to comple- 
tion—unless they provide ways and 
means for continuing the minor league. 

The editorial also insists that film 
producers should encourage their play- 
ers to go back to legit occasionally. 
They would, it says, find them better 
players on their return.

Such sanctified overlords of newspaper- 
dom as Good Father Winchell have ready 
at hand a valuable little gadget which, 
in all probability, does much to salvage 
their sanity, ‘f any. The gadget in ques- 
tion is simply a safety valve, to be used 
for blowing off steam. The distinguished 
cause of the most publicized childbirth 
in modern history uses such a valve in 
the form of scallion-tossing; others have 
evolved similar devices. In any case they, 
the overlords, are privileged to blow off 
steam whenever they want to—every 
week, or even every day. This reporter, 
who also manages to accumulate quite a 
bit of steam, has no such luck. Once 
a year is his maximum; but at least once 
@ year he can run an abbreviated and 
singularly inadequate list of things which 
he could very well do without. 

The month being August, and the 
mew season hanging coyly just around 
the corner of the calendar, this seems as 
good atime as any. These things, then, 
I could easily do without: 


Soap-box speeches written in dramatic 
form. There are people who call them 
propaganda plays, but they are no such 
thing, the phrase “propaganda play” be- 
ing a flat contradiction in terms. The 
only permissable propaganda is that in- 
jected naturally by the author's point of 
view—and all plays possess this, to a 
greater or lesser degree. To allow the 
point of view to overpower and bury the 
play results in having no play at all. 
This goes for all types of propaganda— 
fascist, communist, democratic, repub- 
lican, religious or Epworth League. 

Incipient ingenues (who played the 
lead in The Family Upstairs for the Osh- 
kosh Dramatic Club and Sewing Girls’ 
Jubilee) who come to New York with 
the firm idea of Giving All for their art. 

Incipient juveniles who feel that a 
phoney English accent is a prerequisite 
for success. ~ 

The so-called tryouts at summer thea- 
ters—which would make Cyrano de 
Bergerac seem like a third-rate turkey, 
with only one or two spots excepted. 

Dramatic critics who like a foreign 
actress because she happens to be for- 
eign, when an American or English 
actress giving the same performance 
would be panned off the boards. 

Dramatic critics who like a foreign 
actress (or dancer or diseuse) merely be- 
cause she happens to be the last word In 
what to like. 

Customers who think that plays (or 
revues) are too, too profound (or too, 
too moving; or too, too magnificent; or 
too, too dramatically fine) merely be- 
cause they happen to present a fashion- 
able Leftist point of viey. 

Plays in which the author’s unbear- 
able self-consciousness is mistaken for 
profundity, in which his lack of dis- 
cipiine is mistaken for poetic fervor, in 
which his aspirations are mistaken for 
achievement. (Is Sean O’Casey blush- 
ing?) 

Anyone who failed to see the devastat- 
ing, bitter and blastingly true inferences 
in Maxwell Anaerson’s Valley Forge, 
which is worth a dozen of his Elizabeth 
or Mary. 

Dramatic critics who missed The First 
Legion because some poppycock contain- 
ing Francine Larrimore opened against 
it, and who refused to attend there- 
after to give a break to one of the most 
sensitive, intelligent and dramatically 
admirable plays that New York has seen 
in years. 

Advocates of The Children’s Hour who 
thought it should be given the Pulitzer 
Prize, when it is almost as derivative 
and not nearly so fine a play as The Old 
Maid, which did win it. 

The acclaim which greeted La Berg- 
ner’s thick and hammy overacting in 
Escape Me Never, while the magnificent 
performance of Elena Miramova in Times 
‘Have Changed was allowed to languish 
unseen. 

Producers who announce an 8:50 cur- 
tain and then figure that nine o’clock is 
time enough to start. 

And many, many other things which 
crowd to mind and fight for mention— 
including the work that stifl remains to

“White Hell” 
(White Plains) 


White Hell, an antarctic melodrama 
by John Lancer (pen name for a West- 
ern radio writer), was presented this 
week at the Ridgeway Theater. Play 
was directed by Cheryl Crawford with a 
fine setting by Paul Morrison. Tryout 
was for George Kondolf. - 


It is the story of a wrecked dirigible, 
White Hope, on a South Pole expedition. 
Seven men survive. Allan, the woman- 
chaser; Tommy, the rich man’s son; 
Swede, what his name implies; John, 
the veteran of other expeditions; Sparks, 
the radio operator; Clark, the drug- 
addicted physician, and a character 
named Ace, 


The action opens after the wreck. The 
men finally decide to leave before win- 
ter sets in. Tommy, in his haste to 
depart, has his leg crushed by a fallen 
beam, causing amputation. The men 
must stay. Ace and Swede leave to reach 
a rescue party. Allan talks of women, 
one in particular named Bunny, whom 
he seduced under her husband’s nose. 
John sets himself up as leader because 
of senlority, preaching gospel and set- 
ting up a pair of handcuffs for anyone 
who misbehaves. Tommy gets gangrene; 
Clark uses all the morphine. Finally he 
gives Tommy poison and takes the rest 
himself. Three men are left. 


Three months later John is out on @ 
searching party when Allan convinces 
Sparks that they should steal some food. 
John returns and announces that Swede 
and Ace were killed only a mile away. 
Sparks contracts scurvy, wants to kill 
himself but can’t. He discovers that Allan 
seduced his wife, grew tired of her and 
left her tied in a closet where she 
smothered to death when the building 
burned down. Sparks wants to kill 
Allan. He makes him handcuff John to 
the wall. Allan induces him to fight 
and when Sparks foolishly puts down 
the gun shoots him. But Sparks has 
enough life left to drill Allan, leaving 
John to hang in his own device and die 
preaching a sermon to God. 


The play is honorable inasmuch as it 
mocks the fake heroics of Polar expedi- 
tions. But the tenseness of the situa- 
tion always rings with theatrics and 
badly overwritten melodrama; i. e., the 
men refusing to put Tommy out of his 
misery, the fact that it was Sparks’ wife 
Allan had seduced, that Sparks would 
consent to fight Allan instead of shoot- 
ing him, that hardened men would sub- 
mit to the handcuff idea of John’s. 

The dialog in many spots is ponderous 

and stilted and is slowed down by the 
explanation of various scientific terms. 
Act II is by far the best in the play. 
’ Miss Crawford’s direction can only be 
termed adequate. Bruce Macfarlane un- 
derplayed Allan to the point where this 
reviewer wondered whether he was in a 
wrecked dirigible in the South Pole or 
& wrecked society at Southampton. John 
Gallaudet, as Sparks, did better work in 
the beginning of the play than in the 
end, where he overplayed rather badly. 
Edward Woods, as Clark, gave a constst- 
ently good performance. Roman Bohen, 
of the Group Theater, was miscast in a 
badly written role. The rest of the 
men were fair, altho Charles Eaton, as 
Tommy, couldn’t quite encompass his 
dificult role. 

The play needs a great deal of rewrit- 
ing, for which discovery tryouts were 
supposed to have been designed. It 
seems to this reviewer, however, that 
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despite what is done to White Hell the 
theatrical quality of the play will al- 
ways impress upon those watching it 
that these men are only seven actors 
dressed in fur coats playing a game 
called explorer. FRANK L. MOSS. 


“Thy People” 
(Locust Valley) 


Louis M. Simon, using the Red Barn 
Theater, presented Thy People, a play by 
Ernesta Beaux, a pseudonym. John Root 
did his usual capable job with the three 
sets. 

The play tells in unmotivated, pom- 
pous terms the story of David Neuman, 
Jewish musician, and Phyllis Rowland, 
spritely society girl. Their parents are 
wealthy, their careers apart, yet David's 
former Continental girl friend must see 
them work out their little problem, for 
three acts no less, as long as she gets 
him in the end, which, of course, she 
does 


The fact that David is a musician 
alleviates the basic situation. All artists 
are, to some extent at least, tempera- 
mental. The truth of the matter is that 
when two young people, artistic or not, 
decide to marry, religion or the equiva- 
lent of what the word implies today 
takes a back seat. 

The script is so undramatic that one 
could not tell much of the direction. 
Eduardo Ciannelli, as David’s father, was 
fair. Juliana Taberna and Philip Van 
Zandt, as two relatives of the Neumans, 
did very effective character bits. Lillian 
Emerson seems like a very sweet girl.

Having performed a quartet of Savoy 


bills, the Civic Light Opera Company, 
which is running thru the repertory of 
the Siamese Twins of Operetta at the 
Adelphi Theater, under the guidance of 
Lodewick Vroom, got around this week 
to the usual double bill, H. M. S. Pina- 
fore and Trial by Jury. Altho not so 
good, in this corner’s opinion, as the 
sparkling presentation of The Gondo- 
liers, which the players offered the pre- 
vious week, the performances in both 
items were easily satisfactory.

Marsh sang effectively as Ralph: Ber- 
tram Peacock was in splendid voice as 
the Captain, tying the show into ap- 
Pplause knots on two occasions, and 
Margaret Daum sang Josephine in a 
sweet and clear but thin voice. Vera 
Ross made a splendid Buttercup, adding 
sly and subtle touches that did much 
to increase the effect, and Herbert 
Waterous sang He Is an Englishman in 
his magnificent basso. 

Dean Dickens rejoined the company 
after an absence of a few years to sing 
Hede—and, gracious, charming and very 
lovely, she almost stole the show despite 
the little she had fo do. William Dan- 
forth indulged in his usual overmugging 
as Dick Deadeye, which is by long odds 
his weakest role, taking attention un- 
justifiably from other parts of the 
stage, and breaking into ffany of the 
choruses with jarring bellows. 

Perhaps the presence of Miss Dickens 
indicates that Jolanthe will go on short- 
ly.

Bitterly Contested, But Vote 


Showed Overwhelming Favor 


Final count showed 2,030,640 shares in favor and 1,945 
against plan—insiders claim company in strongest hands 
since it organized—will help morale of all employes 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Despite spirited opposition, the Fox Film-20th Century 
Pictures merger was ratified by stockholders Thursday, clearing the way for pro- 
duction activity and setting to rest numerous charges that the new stock issue 


would be detrimental to the best interests of the stockholders as a whole. 


At the 


same time the minority group of Fox stockholders claimed that there was a con- 
spiracy afoot to turn over control of the corporation to Chase National Bank. It 
was also charged that $2,000.000 assets charged to 20th were unexplained. This 


was cleared up by showing that 20th 
would realize this amount from uh- 
liquidated picture productions. 

Henry Sperling, counsel for the minor- 
ity group, claimed that 20th was getting 
too much of a break and called the 
salaries of Sidney Kent, Joseph Schenck 
and Darryl Zanuck excessive. These men 
are the active heads of the company. 
Kent stated that recently he received an 
offer from Metro and would have made @ 
much higher salary had he wished to 
join that organization. 

For sonre time the persistent claims 
made by the minority it was believed 
that the voting would be close, but when 
the votes were finally tabulated it was 
found that 2,030,640 shares were in favor 
of the consolidation, while but 1,945 were 
opposed. 

Persons close to the picture business 
are convinced that the merger will prove 
advantageous to Fox, for Zanuck is con- 
sidered top man in the production field 
as far as money pictures are concerned 
and that he will build up prestige for 
the company and make it easier for sales- 
men to sign up exhibitors. 

The fact that the merger was ratified 
will greatly help the morale of the em- 
ployees of the company, both at the 
home office and the studio. In addition, 
it will stimulate production and offer 
more employment to technicians and 
players. 

It is the opinion of insiders that Fox 
is now in the strongest hands than at 
any time during its stormy career. 


Warners Can 50 Men 
For Joining NAAE 


HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 17.—In retaliation 
for joining the National Association of 
American Employees, Warner Bros.’ stu- 
dio has dismissed 50 technicians, accord. 
ing to report, with probably more to 
follow. The men will take their griev- 
ance to Washington in an effort to get 
back on the pay roll and be recognized. 

It is not expected that additional 
complaints coming from the studios to 
the powers in Washington will do any 
of the pix outfits any good and espe- 
cially where labor is concerned. 


U. Director in Chicago 
Looking for Talent 


CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—Dan Kelley, cast- 
ing director of Universal Pictures, and 
John LeRoy Johnston, studio publicity 
director, spent several days in Chicago 
this week. Kelley interviewed more than 
75 Chicagoans in a search for screen tal- 
ent and eight were given screen tests. 
Kelley and Johnston flew back to Uni- 
versal City Wednesday, taking with 
them Priscilla Dawson, an Indianapolis 
photographer’s model who shows screen 
promise.

Sirovich Seeks Investigation 


Of Morals and Finance of Pix 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Representa- 
tive William Sirovich, of New York, has 
introduced a resolution in the House 
calling for the naming of a seven-man 
committee to investigate motion pic- 
tures from the standpoint of morals to 
executive and star salaries. He would 
investigate everything from the cellar to 
the attic. 

The resolution recited allegations of 
illegal control, restraint of trade, di- 
version of assets, fraudulent issuance of 
securities and harmful speculation that 
would place the business in the hands 
of banking interests. 

He also claimed that many church 
bodies are making serious charges of 
lewdness in pictures and the glorifica- 


tion of gunmen, to the detriment of 
public morals. 

The measure continued: “It seems es- 
sential for the protection of public wel- 
fare that there be made a thoro in- 
vestigation of financial actions and af- 
fairs of persons and companies engaged 
in all branches of the industry from 
initial production to the final exhi- 
bition.” 

With the picture business being dis- 
cussed at length in both the House and 
Senate, it is considered very likely that 
a committee will be named to give the 
business a thoro once over. Sirovich 
would have the committee appointed 
soon and be ready to make a report at 
the January, 1936, session of Congress.

OBSERVATIONS 


By LEN MORGAN 


Ed Kuykendall, in a speech before the Southeastern Theater Owners’ Associa- 
tion, at Jacksonville, Fla., told the assembled exhibitors that if the Pettengill Bill 
passes in Congress it will mean that the government will run the theater owners’ 
business. There might be something to what Ed says, but it has reached the 
point where the producers and distributoys are practically running the indies’ 
business and a change might do no harm. 

In parting, the speaker said that “what this business needs is more co-opera- 
tion between exhibitors, distributors and producers.” For years the independents 
have attempted to get co-operation but it has always been one way, with the 
exhibitors on the losing end. 

What the business really needs is a cut in rentals, no preferred playing time 
and fewer and lower percentage pictures. When the producers and distributors 
show some sign that they want co-operation they will find the exhibitors more 
than anxious to play ball. The recent meeting between Will Hays and the Allied 
committee clearly demonstrated just what kind of co-operation theater owners 
may expect. 

* * * 

The coming season is going to be a banner one for producers. Hundreds 
of theaters have reopened since the last selling season. Every new theater means 
another customer for the producer, but it means just so much more competition 
for the theater owners. On the face of this it would seem logical for producers 
to cut their rentals, but with their usual foresight they are going to tilt upward 
in spite of increased competition among exhibitors. It would not seem unreason- 
able to believe that if the producers cut their prices and permitted more theaters 
to reopen, they would necessarily increase thcir market—but perhaps this sounds 
like black magic. Anyway, it points out just the sort of co-operation that ex- 
hibitors may expect from the major boys. 

* * * 

There is considerable worry in the Lome offices of certain producers as to 
just how the paying public is going to accept some of the road show product that 
has been much publicized. It is well known that some of these epics are going 
to lay lovely eggs and it will be hard to sell them to exhibitors on a percentage 
basis when the grosses from roadshowing become know. One big picture in par- 
ticular is causing headaches, for word has got around that if the New York run 
does not come up to expectations, and it probably won't, there is going to be a 
wholesale slashing to salaries of those not responsible for the piccure, It is a 
great business in which, every time some high salaried executive pulls a produc- 
tion boner the men in minor spots must suffer. Have you heard of any of the 
big chairwarmers taking a cut lately? We haven't either.

“Tumbling Tumbleweeds” 


(REPUBLIC)

Wherever good Westerns draw this film 
will do better than average because of 
Gene Autry’s vocalizing, but it is scarce- 
ly strong enough, either in story or 
names, to stand on its own. With Autry’s 
radio following and the popularity of the 
Tumbleweeds theme tune, however, it 
will carry the major load of any twin 
bill, 

Appeal that stamps this as different 
from the typical Western is the music, 
on which Autry and his singing buddies, 
Smiley Burnette and Frankie Marvin, cap- 
italize as troubadours with a med show. 
Clever breaks from Western routine in- 
clude Autry’s duet with his own recorded 
voice and the springing of a trap on the 
outlaw gang with the aid of a phono- 
graph, empty hat and a string tied ta 
the rocking chair. That Silver-Haired 
Daddy of Mine was composed for the pro- 
duction. 

Film is limited to accepted Western 
standards and Autry handles horsefiesh, 
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; CURRENT BROADWAY FILMS 
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Conti, Archduke Lecpold of Austria, and 
Hans Von Twardowski, Nicholas, count 
of Hungary. 

In the bloody wars to follow the Cru- 
saders capture the city of Acre, and the 
maimed and dying die in the light of 
the cross of the Lord. Thru it all is 
woven the tragic love story of Richard 
of England and Berengaria of Navar, 
played by Loretta Young. Spurning the 
sister of Philip of France, played by 
Katherine DeMille. Richard incurs the 
wrath of France, and when his brother 
John mounts his throne at home in 
England, his wife is held captive in the 
harem of Saladin (played by Ian Keith), 
Richard renounces his disbeliefs and in 
communion with God on the outskirts 
of the city of Jerusalem prays that his 
wife might be restored to him.

In 
sending a ‘group of people te Japan a 
responsible party, who understands 
American people and who has the in- 
terest of American performers at heart 
to take care of them in Japan is abso- 
Jutely mecessary. The intricacies of 
cficialdom and the lack of knowledge 
of the ways of American performers often 
creates a situation not only most un- 
pleasant, but often unsolvable. I there- 
fore suggest that before a performer or 
a revue conclude final agreement either 
cable or write to me for information. I 
will make it a point to investigate very 
thoroly every angle of such proposition 
and cable them my findings. This is the 
only safe way, as I feel I am highly in- 
debted to the American profession and 
I feel it my duty to safeguard the in- 
terest of my brother artists. 

For details of what took place during 
the visit of the Pantages show I suggest 
you write to Arthur Silber, who came to 
Japan as the manager of the show and 
knows the complicated and intricate and 
most dangerous affairs that took place 
during its stay in Japan. Any effort you 
might exert in making this fact known 
to performers will be greatly appreciated.

I 
have since that time trained her to do 
a routine of tricks. This once notorious 
and supposedly bad elephant now does 
a 20-minute act daily. Her feet had 
been left to grow, were never trimmed, 
she was without skin oiling and had 
never had a bath. This has all been 
corrected and I can say she is as full of 
pep as any elephant nalf her age. 

I trim her feet and bathe and oil her 
every three months, personally handle 
her and she does not object to having 
me place five to six kiddies on“her back 
and ride them around the zoo. Edmund 
Heller, director of Fleishhacker Zoo, San 
Francisco, formerly of Washington Park 
Zoo, Milwaukee, was quoted as saying he 
would rather have Alice than any other 
elephant in the United States.

WILL ROGERS- WILEY POST 


Will Rogers. . . . Wiley Post. . . . Dead... . Alaska. . 
. . Stalled motor. . . . Land of the Midnight Sun... . 

Even as the reverberations, caused by the flashing of those pitifully few and fate- 
ful words from a remote Government wireless station at Point Barrow, Alaska, are 
echoing thruout a stunned nation, and untold thousands of columns are appearing in 
the press of the world in tribute and in respect to the memory of one of America’s 
master showmen and most useful citizens, it is hard to realize that Will Rogers, who 
had been so close to all of us, is gone—our Will, who thru the years had risen above 
and beyond the confines of national political boundaries, to become beloved of civilized 
hearts in all walks and conditions of life, without respect to race or creed, the world 
over. y 

Rogers, 56, Beverly Hills, Calif., born in Oologah, Indian Territory (now Clarc- 
more, Okla.) in 1879, and Wiley Post, 35, Oklahoma City, Okla., born in 1900 in 
Grand Plain, Tex., were instantly killed in the crash of Post’s plane 58 miles south 
of Point Barrow, Alaska, at 8:18 p.m., August 15. 

Post, known to showmen as an ace stunt and exhibition flyer at a number of 
the principal State fairs a few years back, was recognized as a master aviator. An oii 
driller in Texas fields, Post first became interested in flying in 1924, when upon 
being paid some $2,000 as compensation for the loss of the sight of one eye, as a 
result of an accident, he invested the principal in a second-hand plane. Among his 
noted exploits may be included: Winner of the Chicago-Los Angeles Air Derby: 
round-the-world trip, with Harold Gatty, in eight days, 51 hours and 51 minutes, in 
1931; and a second round-the-world trig alone (first to solo around the world) in 
seven days, 18 hours and 49 minutes, in 19353. He also had served as aerial navi- 
gation instructor and adviser to the U. §. Army. 

More than an actor, Will Rogers was recognized as an American institution and 
one of the greatest monologists the world has ever known, rising from a cowpunching 
job on an Oklahoma ranch that paid the munificent sum of $15 monthly. Probably 
the first to uncover Roger’s latent talents was Col. Zack Mulhall, of Mulhall, Okla., who 
hearing that Rogers had become popular locally as an amateur rope-swinging enter- 
tainer, hired him to appear with his forthcoming rodeo in Madison Square Garden, 
New York. There the lassoing of a wild steer, which had broken loose and was 
about to charge the frightened audience, gave Rogers his first national press notices. 
The incident brought offers to appear in vaude. Unable to wrestle or rope wild 
steers within the narrow confines of a vaudeville stage, Rogers’ debut consisted of 
tricks with his lasso. And these were his histrionic stock in trade from that time 
forward, added to now and then by his natural aptitude for apparently extemporaneous 
remarks about the audience and events of national and international importance that 
made his audiences laugh. From that time on his popularity grew rapidly. What 
many a famous stage personality struggled for, studied for, and traveled far to gain 
experience for, Rogers achieved in a single moment—by roping and throwing a stcer 
in Madison Square Garden. 

Before long Rogers was well on the way to his eventual world renown as the cowboy, 
gum-chewing, rope-swinging sage—a combination of Bill Nye, Finley Peter Dunne and 
Mark Twain. In the next 20 years he became a national institution, as popular as a 
postage stamp. As with all first-class humorists, tragedy, truth and comedy were 
intermingled in his gentle badinage. The cowboy philosopher seemed unerringly to 
sense the relation of truth and tragedy in the big and ‘ittle affairs of his fellows and 
clothed his barbs with a quip and a jest. 

In 1905 Rogers made his first really important vaude appearance at Arthur 
Hammerstein’s Roof Garden, New York. In 1914 he made his first appearance in the 
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ally known as L. C. McNight, who had 
played in vaude for many years, August 
14 in Akron (O.) City Hospital following 
an illness of three years. He was billed 
as “one-man band.” He played six in- 
struments. Survived by widow and a 
son. Burial in Ravenna, QO.

His first venture in pictues was not sensational, for it was not enough for 
theatergoers to see Rogers; they had to hear him, too, to appreciate his art. How- 
ever, among his early releases may be listed “Doubling for Romeo,” “One Glorious 
Day,” “A Poor Relation,” “The Ropin’ Fool,” “The Unwilling Hero,” and “The Head- 
less Horseman.” When the talkies became a practical reality Rogers was remade 
and came into his own as a picture star and box-office draw of the first magnitude. 
This time his popularity surpassed anything he had known on Broadway. Some of 
his better known later pictures are “Business and Pleasure,” “Down to Earth,” “Too 
Busy To Work,” “State Fair,” “Doctor Bull,” “Mr. Skitch” and “Life Begins at 40.” 

Altho a prolific producer of wit for the screen, he was active, too, between pic- 
tures, giving what he called “lectures” all cver the country and acting as toast- 
master at functions devoted to a wide range of causes. He was as much at home 
on various radio programs as invited guest speaker, entertainer, and on numerous

It being an institution par- 
ticipated in by business men, educators and 
professional men of the city withdraws it 
from the’ suggestion of a personal-profit 
affair and tags it permanently with the 
name of the progressive city on the Red 
River, Fort Worth’s neighbor 75 miles to 
the north. ‘ 

“Few enterprise avenues are comparable 
to any community organized and operated 
attraction. It is a throwback to the 
County Fair days for supplying community 
‘get-together’ entertainments. Being in- 
dividualistic is the thing. Gainesville has 
‘arrived’ with its civic advertisement.”

Wisconsin Circus Bill 
Has Been Reintroduced

It never was done in 
good times where there might have been 
half achance. Ask any oldtimer or other 
beach-front operator what all this leads 
to. (Editor’s Note—The nickel is re- 
acting ruinously at Coney Island, N. Y.)

Remember way 
back when The New York Daily News 
advocated the same idea? How it had 
Mille Gade Corsan and other English 
Channel swimmers dive into the park 
reservoir and then be arrested so that 
The News could start a campaign show- 
ing the need for public swimming in 
Central Park? . . . Nothing was done at 
the time and local pool owners need 
have no fear; nothing will be done 
again. . . For property owners along 
Fifth avenue and Central Park West are 
very much against plan, as there’s no 
telling what public bathing in the park 
would do to the valuable property on 
both sides. . . . Be that as it may, the 
subject was revived last week in New 
York with return to this country of 
Nathan Straus Jr., former prez of the 
park association, who upon his arrival 
from England stated that he was very 
much in favor of the city providing 
public bathing facilities in the Central 
Park lakes. Straus said he had 
been much impressed by transformation 
of the Serpentine in Hyde Park into a 
swim pool in London, Eng... . Six 
years ago under the Labor government 
in England, you know or maybe you 
don’t, a bathing pavilion and diving 
floats were built along the edge of the 
‘Serpentine within sight of some of the 
most fashionable parts of London. 


By now it has become known as 
“Lansbury’s Lido,” in honor of George 
Lansbury, then commissioner of works, 
who originated the project. . The 
Serpentine, lest you misunderstand, is 
very similar to New York City’s Central 
Park lake chain. . .

OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 17.— Judgment 
has been handed down by Justice Makins 
of the Supreme Court of Ontario dis- 
missing an action for damages brought 
against the Central Canada Exhibition 
Association and the World of Mirth 
Shows, Inc., by Dorothy Dent, registered 
nurse of Ottawa, for injuries which the 
plaintiff alleged she suffered to her neck 
while riding on a Heyday at the Central 
Canada Exhibition August 25, 1934. The 
case aroused widespread interest in show 
circles and among owners.of riding de- 
vices. 

In giving his judgment, Justice Makins 
said: “On the whole I can find no evidence 
of negligence in the handling of the ma- 
chine. And on the evidence of the mil-

Motor Carrier Act 
Partly Affects Shows 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17. — Following 
approval by the President of the “Motor 
Carrier Act of 1935,” he issued a state- 
ment prepared by Commissioner Joseph 
B. Eastman, Federal Co-Ordinator of 
Transportation, in which the commis- 
sioner interpreted the act as it relates 
to the regulation of motor traffic in 
interstate commerce. This act applies to 
common or contract carriers and not to 
privately operated carriers of property 
or passengers by motor, except indirect- 
ly and in special instances. 

Privately operated trucks, such as 
those employed in carnival, circus or 
other amusement enterprises and oper- 
ating in interstate commerce, are made 
subject, however, as an example, along 
with all private carriers in fact, “ig need 
therefor be found,” to the promulgation 
of reasonable requirements by the com- 
mission to promote safety of operation, 
and the prescribing of qualifications and 
maximum hours of service of employees,

Due to a great deal 
of sickness in my family, I have not 
been a frequent visitor to the home for 
the past year, and the ‘colonel’ feels 
that he has been neglected. He enjoys 
@ correspondence with Jess Adkins, Wil- 
liam Blackburn, Major Lillie, Harold 
Barnes and others, but due to a busy 
season, letters do not come fast enough. 
George H. Lux, of Erie Lithograph Com- 
pany, is his bosom pal and the only one 
he can depend upon for steady corres- 
pondence, so he says. So I wonder if 
you won’t take the time to write a let- 
ter about elephants and the circus to a 
10-year-old kid who has spent seven 
years flat on his back. 


“This boy suffers from tuberculosis of 
the spine. He is the most cheerful little 
cuss one could hope to find, as well as 
the most unselfish. Last October ar- 
rangements were made to take several 
of the kids to Leesburg for the Downie 
show. When the kids came an attend- 
ant told me that she left the ‘colonel’ 
crying because five kids were unable to 
come on account of tonsil operations. 
Feels quite sure he will recover; that 
there are lots of chaps in worse shape 
than he, and he is planning to help 
them when he becomes a wealthy man. 
His temperature often runs 103 (when 
his neck needs draining) and he is in 
almost constant pain, but he always 
wears a grin and swears he’s ‘just fine.’ 
He is the greatest lesson for chronic 
bellyachers I have ever known. How he 
can smile in his condition I do not 
know, but he does a darned good job of 
it 


“‘Colonel’ has been at Harry-Anna 
Home about two years. His father has 
not seen him since he dumped him in 
Umatilla and has written him once. His 
aunt is dependent upon federal relief 
and cannot spare postage to write to 
him as often as she would like. Lux 
sends him stamps from time to time 
and these are sent to the only relative 
who seems to give a darn about him. 

“Wish you would help me get a letter 
a week to this kid. When you think of 
it, ask a visitor to drop him a line. He 
might not be able to answer right away 
because of the small staff at the home, 
but the letters TO him are what we are 
after. Most of the kids have families 
who write to them regularly, but if the 
‘colonel’ doesn’t hear from his circus 
friends he is out of the swim. They are 
all the family he has. Address ‘Colonel’ 
Linard Jones, care of Harry-Anna Home, 
Umatilla, Fla.” 

How about it. folks? And remember 
it’s letters that are wanted, not money 
or anything of that sort.

“THERE was a recent query from a 
woman as to the greatest number of 
miles made on roller skates by one per- 
son.” writes Fred Murree (Bright Star, 
74-year-old Indian), manager of Fair- 
mount Park Roller Rink, Red Lion, Pa. 
“The first six-day roller race, as I re- 
member, was in old Madison Square 
Garden, New York City, In 1881 and was 
won by Donovan, of New York City, who 
skated 1,124 miles in 144 hours on 
pin-bearing Plympton skates. The next 
year New York had a law forbidding 
anyone to contest more than 72 hours a 
week, and Charley Walton, of Boston, 
won a race, skating 1,124 miles in 72 
hours. There was no team racing in 
those days. Fred White, of Chelsea, 
Mass., skated 129 miles on a 17-lap rink 
in Waban, Mass., in 1900. He beat me 
by seven laps, and seven starters all 
finished closely. White start®éd skating 
in 1882 and was one of the fastest.”

size of floor. Since this appeared I have 
received several commentative letters 
from speedmen all in agreement with 
my remarks. 

One correspondent, a man of some 27 
years’ racing experience, says, in con- 
clusion: “To my mind, such a time as 
2:19% for a full mile on a nine-lap 
track, without banking, is incredible, to 
say the least.” 

Personally I can only express the 
opinion that any skater capable of such 
a phenomenal turn of speed would un- 
questionally represent the fastest piece 
of roller-skating material the world has 
ever seen. This comment is made after 
lengthy reference to very many out- 
standing deeds of the past over the 
mile distance. 

I have seen records of leading per- 
formances by the greatest names in 
roller speed skating, including such 
notables as Cioni, Bacon, Moore, Martin, 
Hamilton, the Careys, “Cap” Sefferino, 
Art Launey, Eglington, Lee, Joe Laurey 
and many others of past and present 
prominence, but I find no trace of any 
of these boys having done anything like 
the time in question under similar con- 
ditions. 

Referring to actual figures, in Con- 
vention Hall, Washington, D. C., in 
March, 1915, on an 11-lap track, Roland 
Cioni, then pro champion of the United 
States, won a mile race in 2:53 from a 
hot field, which included, among others, 
such renowned speedmen as Frank 
Bacon, Allie Moore, Art Launey, Art 
Eglington, Jack Woodward, Fred Martin, 
Hoggie Colston and Billy Yale. This was 
considered one of Cioni’s finest per- 
formances and, to the best of my knowl- 
edge, is a competition record which still 
stands for an 1l-lap track (flat). 


Actual skating area of Convention 
Hall was a little over 28,000 square feet, 
which suggests that a nine-lap track 
with a similar layout would require a 
skating surface around 250 by 125 feet. 
Art Eglington’s best mile time on Hol- 
land Park track, London (nine laps flat), 
was 2:55 2-5, while Benny Lee, current 
European pro titleholder, has done 2:54 
on same floor. Holland Park track was 
not overly fast owing to floor being very 
long in proportion to width. Fred Mar- 
tin, surely one of America’s fastest in 
his heyday, has not done better than 
2:36 on a nine-lap track without bank- 
ing. 
Reflecting upon these figures, one is 
convinced that 2:19%, under said con- 
ditions, is certainly burning the boards! 

While upon this fascinating subject 
of speed, I would refer to a fairly recent 
letter from a well-known American rac- 
ing man, who says, in part: “Can you 
or anyone else tell me who is the world’s 
professional speed champion today?” 


My correspondent went on to mention 
that the following skaters laid claim to 
the title: Roland Cioni, Art Launey, Art 
Eglington, Midge Rief, Cliff Howard and 
Fritz Stoppelbein. Many so-called 
“world’s championship” meetings have 
been held, mostly in America, but the 
most recent to be anything like repre- 
sentation was the meet promoted by the 
late Paddy Harmon in Chicago Stadium 
in August, 1928. This event was a real 
topnotch affair, being the finest gather- 
ing of the really fast men on rollers seen 
in many years. Paddy Harmon has been 
sadly missed; a great organizer whose 
like we may never seen again. 

The 1928 championship meeting lasted 
21 days, races being over distances from 
one-half to 10 miles, point system de- 
ciding the winner. Roland Cioni was 
ultimately declared champion, having 
won finals in two, three and four-mile 
finals and finishing with places in the 
two and three-mile events, while Joe 
Laurey, by winning the one-half and 
10-mile finals and finishing with places 
in the two and three-mile events was 
eventually runner-up. Malcolm Carey, 
Philly speed boy, came third in final 
placings. 

My correspondent does not appear to 
think Carey has any claim to recognition 
in championship circles, and makes no 
mention of Benny Lee. Bearing in mind 
that Malcolm Carey has gone. ahead 
since Harmon's last and greatest ven- 
ture, he must surely have some claim to 
prominence, especially as Cioni, Laurey 
and others may be past their best today. 
As to Benny Lee, this great little skater 
is definitely in the running for honors. 

If some enterprising promoter would 
take a chance of staging a world’s 
championship meeting for 1935-36 I 
think we should find Lee and Carey 
finishing in enviable position. Glad to 
hear from any American speed boys.

“as private carriers,” and private car- 
riers are not exempt from any law, 
ordinance, court decision or court ruling 
and shall be governed at all times as 
that of any for hire public carrier. Any 
motorized show operating vehicles of a 
commercial type is subject to all 
penalties likewise and by law. 


We solicit your co-operation in report- 
ing to and aiding this department by 
giving us the facts on any difficulties 
you have encountered with the laws and 
ordinances in any city or State. Address 
your letters to Motor Transportation 
Department, The Billboard, 25-27 Opera 
Place, Cincinnati, O. We are prepared 
to give you remedies for these condi- 
tions which will prevent others from 
falling into the same trap. 


Visiting

Modernizing 


The public appeal for motorized 
shows lies in the up-to-date, modern- 
type equipment. Public opinion is 
based upon first sight of the shows’ 
equipment. If the equipment is old 
fashioned or obsolete, the show is judged 
accordingly. Therefore, every enter- 
prise should endeavor to have modern- 
type equipment for transporting its 
property. 

Thousands of persons flock to a large 
circus to see it unload. They want to 
see the wagons removed for one thing. 
Since trucks and tractors have come 
into existence, one hears much comment 
among the sightseers concerning the 
quick action of those tractor outfits, 


Interstate Commerce 


Many readers have written in telling 
about being detained at boundary lines 
of States and compelled to purchase li- 
censes and permits. States have consti- 
tutiona’® rights to stop vehicles at State 
lines for the express purpose of deter- 
mining if a federal law has been vio- 
lated or to protect the sovereign rights 
of the State. The rights of a State shall 
consist of preventing any act which 
Places the State in a hazard to its citi- 
zens. Detaining vehicles crossing State 
lines for the purpose of forcing the own- 
er to comply with certain laws within 
the State is not a sovereign right of the 
State, and constitutes an act directly 
within jurisdiction over Interstate Com- 
merce. States do not have any jurisdic- 
tion over Interstate Commerce. Move- 
ment between States is an act of com- 
merce and written into the Constitution 
of the United States. The Constitution 
clearly specifies that States shall not 
interfere with interstate traffic. 


Therefore, when a person is detained 
on a State line for any purpose other 
than that which protects federal inter- 
est, the States are intruding upon con- 
stitutional rights of interstate traffic. 
Any directional movement of traffic 
from one State to another over a State 
line and within reasonable distance 
from each side of the line shall come 
within Interstate Commerce. It is not 
a question of what States do at this 
time. 

Should federal regulation be imposed 
upon the automotive industry, the first 
step should be to eliminate, by enact- 
ment of law, the power of legislatures 
to interfere with boundary line Move- 
ment of motor traffic. 


At present in many acts of federal law 
the governm2nt leaves the policing of its 
laws to the States for enforcement. This 
was in effect during prohibition days. 

Reciprocity 

Letters come to this department ask- 
ing questions about what the States 
allow in the way of exemptions. The 
only exemptions are granted by the leg- 
islatures and the necessary power is 
given to the proper officers for the ex- 
press purpose of negotiating as the of-

ficials may deem necessary for protec- 
tion of the citizens of the State. In 
reciprocity some States go farther than 
others in granting privileges to foreign 
States. Agreements are entered into 
and allow certain States specified 
lengths of time without being obligated 
to purchase license plates. If one State 
does not have reciprocity laws, then the 
citizens from every other State must 
comply as the citizens of that State. 

For several years Kentucky and Indi- 
ana were withou* reciprocity laws and 
officials endeavored to create agreements 
satisfactory to both. Not long ago these 
agreements were broken thru some vio- 
lation and Indiana installed State po- 
licemen on the north end cf the Louis- 
ville bridge to prevent Kentucky trucks 
from entering Indiana. Kentucky then 
grabbed the Indiana vehicles and the 
war was on. Not until a few weeks ago 
was this condition remedied. New 
agreements have been presented to each 
of the States and we are informed that 
they were accpted by both. Indiana 
has laws of this nature, but they fail to 
cover movements of this kind. 

Now you are aware of the reasons why 
State officials are responsible for wars 
between States. 

Wyoming 

Persons from out-of-State, with auto- 
mobiles, trucks, trailers or other motor 
vehicles, have the privilege of 90 days 
without licensing, provided they do not 
“operate vehicles for gain or profit to 
themselves or others,” in which case they 
must pay the customary State license 
and county registration fees. The State 
license fee on automobiles is $6; scales 
upward from $6 on trucks, according to 
tonnage, and scales from $1 up on trail- 
ers, according to size. All State fees are 
half-priced after July 15 each year. The 
county fee, uniform in all 23 counties of 
Wyoming, is based on a percentage of 
the factory cost of the vehicle, graduated 
downward by the number of years in 
service. As to shows traveling the high- 
ways of Wyoming the following applies: 
Altho vehicles carrying passengers en- 
gaged in commerce come under license 
requirements, where the show is spon- 
sored by some group, organization or 
firm indigent to Wyoming, automobiles 
require no license. A fee of $5 per truck 
is exacted and a road tax of two mills 
per ton mile for haulage within the 
State. To-compute the number of ton 
miles traveled, “the actual weight in 
pounds of the revenue cargo carried by 
each motor vehicle unit (trucks and 
trailers) shall be multiplied by the num- 
ber of miles carried, the sum of which 
shall be divided by 2,000.”

lions of people using the machine I 
must find that there is nothing in- 
trinsically dangerous about the machine 
itself. The plaintiff must show negli- 
gence; the principle of the res ipsa 
loquitur does not apply. There has been 
no untoward happening to give rise to 
the presumption of negligence on the 
part of the defendants, such as a barrel 
rolling out on the plaintiff or a car leav- 
ing the road. Any violence or jerking of 
the machine itself was expected by the 
plaintiff and was the lure which caused 
her to ride on it. I am of the opinion 
that the passage in the judgment of 
Middleton J. A. in Bolnve versus Sunny- 
side Amusement Company, Ltd., is much 
in point. It reads: ‘The plaintiffs fail 
because in this case they can only suc- 
ceed by proving some breach of duty on 
the part of the defendant and this they 
» have failed to prove. Those who take 


part in the use of amusement devices or 
machines of which this is a sample and a 
type ought to realize that when they 
seek enjoyment in this way they assume 
a great risk, for the conductor of the per- 
formance is by no means an insurer.’” 

Reverting to the action of Miss Dent, 
Justice Makins then says: “The fact that 
the plaintiff had not seen this particular 
type of machine in operation before going 
on it has given me some concern, but I 
recall that she had ridden on the Waltzer 
and other machines and was prepared to 
assume any risk there may have been. 

“It is with reluctance that I con- 
clude that the law is against the plaintiff 
and that her action must fail.” 

Referring to portions of the evidence 
at the hearing of the action, Justice 
Makins further says: “In the defense, 
the secretary of the company who manu- 
factured this machine was called. He 
says that there are in all 58 of these Hey- 
day machines in operation. That it is his 
business to visit them from time to time 
while in operation and to get reports 
on their success. Some of them have 
been in operation since 1925 and that 
during the two years 1926 and 1927 more 
than 11,000,000 people rode on these ma- 
chines and there was only one complaint, 
where a drunken man stood up, fell out 
and was injured. He further says that 
the Waltzer, a machine plaintiff ad- 
mitted having ridden on, was a much 
more violent and dangerous machine 
than the Heyday. 

“The general manager of the World of 
Mirth Shows, Inc., says much the same 
as the foregoing and gives evidence of 
the numbers of people running into mil- 
lions who have ridden on these machines 
without injury or complaint. 

“William H. Brown operated the ma- 
chine at Ottawa at the time complained 
of. He has had long experience in the 
manufacture of the machine and says it 


was in perfect order and performed in 
exactly the way expected when the 
plaintiff was on it; there was no unto- 
ward occurrence whatever.”

custody of the remains. The only means 
of identification found was a discharge 
certificate from the U. S. Army showing 
that he served in the World War, being 
a member of the 111th Field Artillery, 


29th Division, enlisting June 9, 1917, 
and discharged November 13, 1919. 
Available information was broadcast 


from stations in Philadelphia and New- 
ark, N. J., and teletyped to police de- 
partments of Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and New York, resulting in locating a 
brother, Manley J. Dorsey, of Norfolk, 
Va. Identification was made by the 
brother and verified by finger-print rec- 
ords of the Veterans Administration in 
Washington. 

A military funeral was held with a 
firing squad from Fort DuPont and pall- 
bearers from Delaware Post No. 1, Ameri- 
can Legion. Earl Sylvester, commander 
of Harrington Post No. 7, represented 
the Harrington Post in its successful ef- 
forts to locate the brother, and with 
John P. Benson, commander of Dela- 
ware Post No. 1, had charge of the 
funeral.

and standards of equipment. As a com- 
panion provision, in a sense, to that one 
under which the establishing of safety 
requirements is authorized if need for 
the same be found, the act does author- 
ize the commission, under Section 225, 
“to investigate and report on the need 
for federal regulation of the sizes and 


weight of motor vehicles and combinae- 
tion of motor vehicles and of the qualle 
fications and maximum hours of service 
of employees of all motor carriers and 
private carriers of property, etc. 

The act’s provisions become effectivé 
on and after the first day of October, 
1935, unless the commission shall, if the 
same be found necessary and desirable 
in the public interest. postpone the ef- 
fective date to such time after the first 
day of October as the commission shall 
prescribe, but this postponed date shall 
a be beyond the first day of April, 
1936.

boxing or wrestling matches, contest or 
exhibitions without a license was made 
a felony offense. The law further pro- 
vides that licenses shall be issued to 
bona fide citizens of this State only. It 
also stipulates that a license is not 
transferable, nor can it be used in any 

city other than where issued. 

“The enforcement of this law is dele- 
gated to this department. During the 
past we have experienced some trouble 
with carnivals and shows coming into 
this State with an Athletic Show. These 
shows are subject to all the require- 
ments of the law. 

“It is not the intention of this depart- 
ment to persecute any person or com- 
pany if such can be avoided, but it is 
necessary that the laws under our juris- 
diction be enforced. Inasmuch as The 
Billboard reaches most of the people 
connected with the amusement business, 
we would appreciate very much if you 
would publish this letter in your col- 
umns as a favor to those who might 
otherwise unintentionally violate the 
law.”

HEN a circus advertises a parade 

and deliberately fails to stage it, 

the circus business is given a 
black eye. There is no doubt about that. 
But when a circus advertises a parade 
and is forced to forego it thru an act 
of God or other unavoidable things, it’s 
a horse of a different color and allow- 
ance should be made. 


A case of this kind has turned up at 
Springfield, O. It concerns the Cole 
Bros.-Clyde Beatty Circus and a local 
newspaper. The paper was either The 
Sun or Springfield Daily News. In 
mailing us a clipping of an editorial 
which appeared therein August 2, Bert 
A. Teeters, managing editor, failed to 
give the name of the paper in a letter 
that accompanied the clipping. The 
editorial, headed The Circus Parade, 
reads: 


The failure of the Cole Bros.-Clyde 
Beatty Circus to hold a street parade in 
Springfield Friday in accordance with 
its advance announced intentions, will not 
do the circus business any good, so far 
as this community and its suburban sec- 
tion are concerned. Certainly the alibi 
that the circus arrived too late to stage 
the parade will not be accepted generally, 
as in previous years when parades were 
common later arrivals than that of the 
Cole-Beatty circus gave parades, even 
when it forced the afternoon matinee per- 
formance quite late, 

Only recently, representatives of the 
circus world made their appearance in 
Washington to ask that the federal tax 
on circus admissions be removed, making 
the plea that this was im the interest of 
continuing a “grand old institution” that 
was threatened with extinction. 

If the circus is threatened with extinc- 
tion, such neglect of the public good will 
as was witnessed in Springfield Friday 
serves to hasten the day. 

The circus has long been a great Ameri- 
can institution, welcomed into every com- 
munity, but the traditions of the past 
will be seriously jeopardized unless prom- 
ises to the public are fulfilled. 


In directing attention to the clipping 
in his letter, Mr. Teeters said in part: 


The editorial itself is self-explanatory, 
but for your further information I, might 
add virtually the entire publicity buildup 
in this section for the show was based on 
the parade appeal. Because of the fact 
they shifted into this territory on short 
notice, we virtually let them “write their 
own ticket’”’ on publicity. The tempera- 
ture was 94 and thousands of women and 
children were downtown for hours wait- 
ing for the parade which didn’t appear. 
The show arrived about 9—on schedule 
time, but their announcement was that 
this was ‘“‘too late for a parade.” Had 
they not emphasized the parade so strong- 
ly, it wouldn’t have been so bad, but in 
view of the ballyhoo it certainly left a 
bad taste that will be remembered for a 
long time. 

On top of that, the night performance 
was cut, despite almost a full house, and 
then the old 1890 stunt of selling out the 
poor reserved seats and holding the choice 
ones and offering them for two-bits extra 
when one arrived in the tent was pulled. 
There were a few other things, too, that 
don't do the circus people any good, petty 
stuff that I thought was out of the cards 
years ago. 

I am writing this to you because our 
newspapers have always supported the 
circus and believe that, generally. the 
circus people themselves are square shoot- 
ers. That we have found by long contact 
with other outfits. We cannot believe 
that tactics such as were used here will 
meet with general approval. 


All of which sounds good if true, but 
Manager Jess Adkins, of the show, says 
otherwise. In response to a wire from 
us asking him what time the parade 
paraphernalia arrived at Springfield and 
why no parade was given, also if it was 


true poor reserved seats were sold first 
at night show and good ones held back 
for additional 25-cent charge, he replied 
(by wire also): 


Parade wagons reached lot Springfield 
between 12 and 1 o'clock. Heat terrific 
and management decided best for all con- 
cerned to eliminate street parade and wait- 
ing crowd on streets were notified about 
11:30 there would be no parade, thus let- 
ting them get in out of the hot sun. 
Complaint about reserved seats is ridicu- 
lous. We sold seats in Springfield same 
as all shows do. Front side for 75 cents, — 
then cut price on back side to 50 cents 
just before show started. Editor in ques- 
tior ran editorial about not giving pa- 
rade; seems to have peeve of some kind. 
Possibly some undercurrent reason for 
his attitude. We are operating this show 
same as all shows under our management 
past several years and our business would 
denote public in general are well satisfied 
with this policy. Best wishes. 


There you have the two sides, folks, 
and if you want to know how we feel 
about it, Jess’ version listens good to us. 
It would be no more than fair for the 
Springfield paper to straighten the mat- 
ter out in the eyes of its readers thru 
another editorial. 


Contemplating Units 
Of Performers, Musicians 


PEORIA, Ill., Aug. 17.—Under the 
Division of Professional and Service 
Projects, a program of organized units 
in dramatics, stocks, vaudeville, dancers, 
musicians and circus performers is con- 
templated. This idea coincides with the 
policy adopted by Works Progress Ad- 
ministration in creating work for all 
those who are now on relief but who 
are employable in those professional or 
service lines for which they have been 
especially trained. 

Guy Beach and George Kelly, who 
have been identified with the field of 
entertainment, are now completing a 
general survey which will indicate the 
availability of material for these enter- 
tainment units. When they have been 
completed it is expected that projects 
under suitable sponsorship will be put 
thru. These acts will then be booked in 
the various communities thruout the 
district, which will add materially to 
the recreational facilities thruout the 
entire area. 

Co-operation has already been ob- 
tained from both professionals and 
amateurs who are not on relief to assist 
building the units, as well as appearing 
as guest stars when the units go. into 
production. 

This idea forms a broad departure 
from the previous idea in providing 
work for those on relief, as the pro- 
fessionals are now being considered as a 
group. It is the WPA responsibility to 
take every individual receiving relief 
and provide him with work on some 
project which will utilize his profes- 
sional talent. These individuals will be 
paid for their services, resulting in an 
increased feeling of security and well- 
being on the part of the individual so 
employed. 

Amateurs and professionals not on re- 
lief who are willing to co-operate with 
this program are asked to file their 
names with the district office in the 
Federal Building, Peoria.

Describes “Final 
Act” of Otto Brava 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Arthur L. 
Gaulin, “The Voice” of Paragon Park, 
Nantasket Beach, Mass., gives a word 
picture of the fatal accident which be- 
fell Otto Brava, high-pole artist, who 
died at the park on Tuesday of last week. 
Gaulin writes: 


“We of Paragon Park pause in mem- 
ory of one of the world’s greatest actors, 
the Great Brava, a real showman, who 
gave his life to thrill millions of people. 
I was talking to him one hour before 
his aeath. He showed me the bookings 
he had, up to November 1. It is strange 
that he insisted on my playing a record 
of Fareweli to Thee. 


“His first performance was at 5 o’clock 
on Tuesday afternoon. Everything went 
well for that show, but at night, while 
descending after the act (I was playing 
Sousa’s March), he yelled suddenly, then 
came a snap and a thunderous fall as he 
landed about 60 feet on metal plates. 
There was a wild rush by spectators as 
I hurriedly begged them to stand back. 
It was a strange and terrible sight. 
Brava was killed instantly, marking the 
finis to 15 years of thrilling crowds in 
Europe and America. 

“He arrived at the park at 11 in the 
morning after a long sleepless drive 
from Delaware and set up his apparatus 
under great difficulties, with high winds 
and showers prevailing. His task was 
not completed until 4 o’clock. A few 
hours later he went to his Maker. In 
death, as in life, he is “way up there.” 
(Editor’s note—It is said that the height 
of Brava’s pole was more than 200 feet.)

They were augmented by 
nightly fireworks, Horse Show, local 
numbers and concerts by Smittie’s Band. 
Officials yesterday were not ready to 
give out figures on this year’s event.

B. Roudebush; former Governor Myers 
Y. Cooper, a director, and other officials 
and marking Mr. Sampson’s 43d year as 
a member of the board, was largely at- 
tended. It is expected that August dates 
will be picked again in 1936. 


Showmen and concessioners, hard hit 
by light attendance on the first three 
days, got a better play on closing day 
and until late Saturday night. Most 
of the attractions remained over on 
Sunday, upon invitation of fair officials, 
and got some biz from about 700 Ohio 
National Guard cavalrymen, who stopped 
off on the grounds en route to annual 
encampment. 

William Bahnsen’s Side Show, his 
platform show with Jerry, eight-legged 
horse, and C. A. Clark’s Monkey Speed- 
way were on the midway, with Good- 
ing’s rides, Merry-Go-Round, Ferris 
Wheel, Whip and Kiddie ride, under 
management of A. W. Gooding. Several 
concessioners who have made Carthage 
Fair for years were absent, the earlier 
dates having conflicted with others they 
had previously booked. Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Monjar, with a dozen skill-game 
concessions, had space for the 12th con- 
secutive year. Herbert Finnell had five 
novelty stands.

NATIONAL COUNCIL 


The call meeting of delegates from State and local op- 
erators’ associations which met at St. Louis August 5 resulted 
in the formation of the National Council of Coin Machine Op- 
erators’ Associations. It is what may be called an affiliation 
of the various State and local associations that wish to par- 
take in the obligations and privileges of maintaining a na- 
tional agency. 


The ideal suggested in a National Council is primarily 
one in which representatives of operators’ associations counsel 
together for the general good of the operating profession. 
Membership in the National Council will be made up of two 
representatives from State groups and one representative from 
each local unit that desires to participate. This type of or- 
ganization means that there will be no need for a membership 
drive, as a large membership will not be the object of the plan. 
The plan is to make it a representative body, one that can 
give expression to the operators’ needs and problems, Ap- 
parently the national agency will offer opportunities for mem- 
bership to operators of any type of machine if a bona fide or- 
ganization is maintained to elect qualified representatives to 
the National Council. 


The simplicity of the plan and its possibilities should 
appeal to the trade generally. The ideals embodied in the 
plan are worth while. Everyone acquainted with the past 
history of operators’ organizations will recognize at once that 
it will be impossible for this new plan, or any other kind of 
plan, to come within much more than 50 per cent of the idea! 
setup. Any attempt at organization of the operators will be 
beset with all the human frailties, divisions, strife and per- 
sonalities, such as any other type of organization is likely to 
have. And there still will be plenty of operators’ problems 
when the organization has run its course. 

The Billboard will maintain its independent attitude to- 
ward the new National Council, as it does toward all other 
organizations within the trade, but offering all the co-opera- 
tion that can be given to its worthy objectives. 

The National Council is what might be cailed the third 
major effort to form a national organization of operators of 
coin machines. It is interesting to note that there are several 
State and local automatic merchandisers’ associations still 
active, a reminder of the second major attempt to organize the 
operators nationally. The very fact that some of these AMA 
groups are still in existence and three or four of them among 
the most active operators’ associations in the country indicates 
that operators can maintain effective working organizations. 

So much has been accomplished in behalf of amusement 
games by local and State associations during the last year 
that the value of organization in keeping markets open for 
manufacturers has been duly established. While the organiza- 
tions represent only a minority of the operators of the coun- 
try, they have accomplished wonders in bringing about a better 
public understanding of the amusement games and also better 
relationship with public officials. 

But it requires a lot of promotion and effort to keep 
local and State associations alive and going. Some kind of 
national agency to supply inspiration, and prodding in some 
cases, is needed to keep organization at its highest degree of 
efficiency. The new National Council evidently plans to spend 


most of its efforts during the remainder of the year in or- 
ganizing local and State groups of operators and helping them 
to get on their feet. The future of the National Council largely 
depends on getting a large number of active local groups 
affiliated in the national agency. 


It was frankly admitted at the St. Louis meeting that 
the new National Council made its beginning in an air of 
opposition and antagonism. One of the officials of the coun- 
cil warned members that the “next six months would reveal 
terrible opposition and propaganda from two Chicago manu- 
facturers against the national organization.” That manu- 
facturers generally might not be friendly toward the move- 
ment was suggested. It was conspicuous that no messages 
of greeting were received from either the National Association 
of Coin-Operated Machine Manufacturers or the National 
Automatic Distributors’ Association. 


There are enough legal and tax troubles brewing for 
amusement games, merchandising machines and music ma- 
chines that the hatchet ought to be buried at home. Manu- 
facturers take the attitude that organizations represent only 
a very small minority of their customers and hence they ignore 
them. It is surprising that men who have intelligence to run 
factories and build up business enterprises should take such an 
attitude. Handfuls of these organized operators here and 
there have already accomplished enough in combating un- 
favorable tax, regulation, etc., and in securing favorable pub- 
licity for the trade to merit their existence. 


In fact, it would be good business for the manufacturers 
to welcome operators’ organizations even if they did nothing 
but “cuss” the manufacturers at their meetings. Operators 
will always be dependent upon the manufacturers as iong 
as this is a business based on machines and the manufac- 
turers in the industry ought to be big enough to take a friendly 
and co-operative attitude toward operators in general. 


The manufacturers are by far the most powerful group 


in the industry and they should be the first to bury the hatchet. 


Antagonism, even toward a minority of the operators, is 
not going to help the manufacturers make any more sales 
and it may seriously complicate legal matters. For a while 
there was bitter antagonism between operators and locations, 
but this was a poor business policy. There was antagonism 
between operators and officials, operators and newspapers, 
etc., but much of this is being broken down and operators, 
manufacturers, jobbers and all are gaining thereby. The 
present antagonism which exists between manufacturers and 
operators is a handicap to everybody engaged in the in- 
dustry. 


Perhaps, instead of a “czar,” the industry needs some 
man who can kid manufacturers, jobbers, operators and all 
into acting like men rather than children. 


Until the Presidential election is past there is likely to be a 
great deal of uncertainty in the trade. The wide use of strictly 
gambling machines is not going to help matters any. The 
trade needs all the unity that can be mustered in its own 
defense. Merchandising and music machines have been drawn 
into the muddle of regulation and taxation which is being 
applied to various types of machines. No branch, division or 
group within the industry can really hold aloof and say it is 
not concerned with events that will affect the industry during 
the next year. If two Chicago manufacturers are responsible 
for much of the antagonism that exists at the present time 
then the rest of the industry ought to be big enough to over- 
come their unfavorable influence. 

The next six months will determine the future of the 
National Council. It has a lot of possibilities and may be 
the thing needed to help tide amusement games, music and 
merchandising machines thru to a safe foundation as an op- 
erators’ business.

Making Pits to petition 
NACOMM for the annual 
convention in 1936 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—Leaders of the 
coin-machine trade here will propose to 
the National Association of Coin-Oper- 
ated Machine Manufacturers that the 
1936 convention be held in this city. It 
is the belicf of outstanding coinmen 
in this city that the convention should 
be brought to all important trade cen- 
ters and not retained in Chicago each 
year. 


They explain that the progressiveness 
of this city in coin-machine matters has 
gained much favor with the public. 
They also point to the many machines 
which this territory uses annually and 
the fact that the largest operators and 
distributors are here. 


It is proposed to appoint a committee 
from among operators, jobbers and dis- 
tributors to attend a meeting of the 
NACOMM and ask for the next conven- 
tion to be brought to New York. 


The many large hotels here will be 
proposed for the display. The New 
Yorker Hotel was the scene of the 1930 
convention and is one of the most popu- 
lar convention hotels in this city. Others 
are the Biltmore, the Commodore, Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, etc. A canvass will be 
made of the hotels and complete details 
forwarded to the NACOMM. Coinmen 
here feel that the convention at this 
time may offset many problems in New 
York. They also believe that the fine 
publicity which can be obtained in lead- 
ing newspapers here will be of great 
value to the entire industry. 


It is explained that more than 1,500 
operators will attend from New York 
and New Jersey with the possible totals 
far beyond 2,000 operators if the entire 
State of New York attends. Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Delaware, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, the Virginias, the Carolinas 
and the Southern States as a whole, also 
including Michigan, Ohio and the Mid- 
west States, will insure the show of a 
far greater attendance than was ever 
had at Chicago. 

Fifth avenue, Park avenue, Greenwich 
Village, Harlem and other famous spots 
in New York, it is said, offer visitors 
some of the attractions many wish to 
view. 

The favor of the press and the rublic 
here is a big point for consideration. It 
is also said that if the convention is 
proposed outstanding distributors, job- 
bers and sportland men will help to an- 
mounce it by large use of newspaper ad- 
vertising space. The keen interest of 
the officials here is also believed a point 
which ts certain to interest the coin- 
machine industry. It is said that many 
leaders in civic and political life will be 
glad to address the convention.

Defends Pinball 
In Letter to Ed. 


Another example of how friends of 
pinball may use the “Letters to the 
Editor” columns to defend the games 
is shown in the following letter clipped 
from a Southern newspaper: 


“DEFENDS PIN GAME. To the Editor: 
It seems to me that of late two citizens 
of this vicinity have got the idea that 
the pinball game is a terrible evil, a 
money snatcher, a corrupter of morals; 
in fact, everything that is evil. At the 
same tifie these two citizens forget the 
fact that nobody is asking them to 
play the machine or is trying to entice 
them or infold them like an octopus. 
but that the machine game was placed 
in use mainly for recreational purposes 
and also as a means of testing one’s 
skill. Some people for diversion enjoy 
a picture show, others enjoy an athletic 
contest, still others enjoy swimming or 
hunting, and then again some enjoy 
playing the pin game, so why try to take 
away one’s pleasure? All means of en- 
tertainment cost money, and as for my- 
self the pinball game is good enough 
for me to spend my money on. 


“Another point that these two worthy 
citizens should remember is that if the 
people didn't want them they wouldn’t 
play them, and when out of a com- 
munity the size of Fayetteville only two 
People think about the pin game as a 
thing of evil that is enough to prove 
that the public wants the machines and 
are willing to tolerate them. another 
fact is that the people behind these 
machines are among the most charitable 
in the State and that they have time 
and time again donated money for 
worthy causes.

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Jury Says Pin 


Game Innocent 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 17.—Louis H. 
Wigonitz, proprietor of the Campus Soda 
Grill, was found not guilty of operating 
a gambling pinball game by a jury in 
Superior Court recently. 

The jury of six men decided the pin- 
ball machine, licensed by the city, was 
not a gambling device on June 5 when 
an investigator of the district attorney's 
office testified he won coins from the 
device. 

Wigonitz was one of several Madison 
restaurant men arrested last June by 
order of District Attorney Lyall T. Beggs 
on charges that pinball machines in 
their places violated the State gambling 
law. 

Pat Motley, investigator for Beggs. 
testified that he played a machine at 
the Campus Soda Grill, that the device 
“spit” two nickels, and that after he 
had played six nickels the machine 
“spit” 20 cents. The drawer at the bot- 
tom of the machine was open, Motley 
testified. 

When Detective Capt. Leo Kinney and 
Detective Patrick Burke went to the 
restaurant to seize the machine on 
Beggs’ orders, they testified a co-ed who 
was playing the machine won two 
nickels from the open drawer. 

As Kinney and Officer Earl Hessling 
were carrying another machine out of 
the place an employee of the grill locked 
the cash drawer on the machine the girl 
had been playing, Burke told the jury. 

Marvin Granstaf, Monona Hotel, own- 
er of pinball games, who was called as 
a defense witness by Attorney Laurence 
W. Hall, said the machine was inspected 
by the council license committee and 
Chief William H. McCormick and that 
the devices were licensed by the city. 

The machine owner admitted on cross- 
examination by George Kroncke Jr., of 
the district attorney’s office, that the 
council had decided the cash drawer on 
the machines should be kept locked. 

The owner divides profits with the 


proprietor of the place in which the 
machine is located, and the owner pays 
the license and upkeep, Granstaf said. 


While Kroncke insisted in his talk to 
the jury that the machine was a gam- 
bling device under State law, Hall 
pleaded with the jury not to brand 
Wigonitz a criminal for having in his 
Place a device which the city says is 
legal and the district attorney says it 
not legal. 


“The city fathers should get together 
with the county fathers and as a matter 
of public policy decide once and for all 
whether these machines are gambling 
devices,” Hall said. 


Still at Work 
On Licensing 


ST. PAUL, Aug. 17.—After having held 
their breath for weeks while police, the 
city council and newspapers staged 
drives to exterminate them, St. Paul 
and Ramsey County pinball operators 
are conducting business practically “as 
usual,” with but a few minor limitations 
cramping them. 

When Municipal Judge Clayton Parks 
ruled in a test case that “any device 
where a reward is offered violates the 
city statutes,” Acting Police Chief Gus 
Barfuss asked the city attorney for a 
legal opinion as to whether mere pres- 
ence of a machine would constitute 
“prima facie” evidence of gambling. 

City Attorney John Connolly passed 
the buck to Irving Gottlieb, who opined 
that unless actual and concrete evidence 
of gambling was found the machines 
were legal. 


Chief Barfuss, being short of men 
now, could not station policemen in 
front of all machines to watch for evi- 
dence of gambling, so the whole matter 
seems to have been dropped. 

Meanwhile Eugene M. O'Neill, attor- 
ney for the Ramsey County Amusement 
Operators, Inc., has been at work pre- 
paring a licensing ordinance for intro- 
duction into the city council.

Midget Money 
May Not Pass 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Much in- 


. terest has been expressed, both on 


Capitol Hill and by official Washington. 
in the Treasury Department’s recom- 
mendation of midget-money legislation. 
Opposition runs high in Congress, many 
meMbers saying that such money may 
lead to a federal sales tax. A public 
hearing on the bill was held this week 
and C. S. Darling, secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Coin-Operated Ma- 
chines, attended to express the opposi- 
tion of the coin-machine manufac- 
turers. Organizations of operators have 
also registered their opposition. 

One proposal under consideration is 
to ask the Treasury by executive order 
to declare the issuance of tax tokens by 
States as not coinage of money within 
the realm of the constitution. 

With the rush of “must” bills crowd- 
ing the present Congress, it does not 
seem possible that legislation pertaining 
te small coinage will pass this session, 
but it is believed here that it will play 
an important role in the next session. 

Representative Cannon, Democrat, of 
Missouri, stated that the members of 
the Missouri delegation virtually had 
abandoned hope for passage of the bill, 
which would authorize the Treasury De- 
partment to issue midget coins. 

“The house,” Cannon stated, “is over- 
whelmingly opposed to small coins be- 
cause many members fear the possibility 
of a federal tax.” 

Purther hearings are scheduled, how- 
ever, for this session, during which it is 
expected that the House coinage com- 
mittee will thrash out the problem of 
small coins. 


Licensed Games May Be 
Seized for Violations 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 17—The 
chief of police of a municipality has 
the same authority to seize and destroy 
coin machines within the municipality 
that the sheriff has in the county, Ira 
C. Barend, chief of police of Marianna, 
was advised by Attorney-General Carl 
E. Bailey. 

The attorney-general held the fact 
that a machine may have been licensed 
as such by the State does not authorize 
its operation as a gambling device and 
that the chief of police or sheriff has 
a right to seize and destroy licensed ma- 
chines if they are in fact gambling 
devices. 

The State license law was designed to 
levy a tax on slot vending macnines and 
not to license gambling machines, the 
Opinion said, and the applicant for such 
license is advised that the permit does 
not authorize him to operate any ma- 
chine is violation of the law. 


Mayor Would Reduce Tax 


CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—Mayor Kelly this 
week sent to the city council an ordi- 
nance which if passed would reduce 
cigaret retail licenses from $100 to $50. 
This would be of some aid to cigaret 
vending machines, but still is considered 
high. Cigaret vending machines have 
been deterred in Chicago because it was 
necessary to pay the $100 license on 
each location or else place the machines 
in stores where cigarets were already 
sold over the counter. 

“If all the people selling cigarets pay 
a $50 annual license the city will receive 
more money than is now being paid at 
$100,” Mayor Kelly said. “Owners of 
small shops and eating places tell our 
inspectors they do not sell enough cigar- 
ets to enable them to afford the $100 
license but bootleg cigarets for the con- 
venience of their customers. 


Kill Cigaret Tax Bill 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 17.—By a voice 
vote the Assembly recently killed the 
bill of Senator Pierre A. Morrissey (D.), 
Rush Lake, which would have taxed 
cigarets to provide additional aid for 
Wisconsin common schools. The meas- 
ure was estimated to raise about 
$5,000,000. 

The bill would have imposed a tax of 
from 2 cents to 4 cents on a package 
of 20 cigarets, depending upon the 
weight. To make sure that the measure 
wouldn't come up again, the Assembly 
took another vote and refused recon- 
sideration. This disposes of the bill for 
the session.

New Games in Sportlands 


By BILL GERSH 


The new fall season brings opportunity to the sportlands, following 
what has probably been the toughest summer season they have endured. 

One of the major necessities for the sportland fraternity at this time 
is to so completely alter their present spots that they will seem like new 
to players. 

It is already a certainty that there will be an increase in the number 
of sportlands in New York City, especially with the assurance of the License 
Department that licenses again will be issued after October, tho court 
action may be necessary to insure this happening. 

For the past two years the greater number of the sportlands in this 
city have retained most of the games which they purchased, adding games 
as they went along. 

It is important that sportland managers remember that, tho the 
premiums they offer play a very important part, the games themselves 
are basically the reason why the play has become popular. 

Therefore, one of the first necessities for the sportlands is to bring 
new games to their spots and thereby enliven interest. The old story of 
certain steady customers becoming attached to one game or another and 
always playing that certain game when in the spot is not questioned. 
Other players will become just as regular if new and more interesting 
games are placed at their disposal. 

Some of the old, worn-looking games on location now should most 
certainly be withdrawn and new games should be purchased to replace 
them. The public became interested in the sportlands because they 
grouped together in one location the many pin games it has been playing 
on dozens of locations. 

Without new and interesting games to enliven the play the pre- 
miums are but secondary. The small profit which the sportland owners 
get from their premiums is another reason for the necessity of greater 
play on the games. 

It has been estimated that approximately 30 per cent of the coupons 
taken from the sportlands are never redeemed. In some cases this per- 
centage has been even greater. 

This fact of itself assures the sportland owner that players are more 
interested in the games than in the premiums. Premiums are naturally 
an important attraction in every sportland. The fact that for a few 
coupons today the player can get something of value only helps to enhance 
the play of the games. 

The games themselves are the most important attraction the sport- 
land has. Steady players, seeing the same games time after time, lose 
interest. It is but natural for the public to seek change. 

Intelligent sportland owners will therefore meet this requirement 
with an installation of new games. New games that will help to attract 
better play and arouse new interest. 

For almost two solid years now sportlands have only added one or 
two new games during this long period. The games they have on the 
floor look shoddy and worn. Some of them are without plungers, without 
lifts, in poor working condition, and some of them are actually dummies 
just to fill in space. This is true of almost every sportland from the largest 
to the smallest. 

Some of the new games being introduced by the manufacturers 
at this time are the most novel which this industry has seen. The wide 
use of such equipment is certain to stimulate interest during the coming fall 
and winter season. 

The purchase of these new games is an invesment to insure the 
sportland business and should immediately be made by every sportland 
owner who intends to remain in the business. 


Games Provide Modern Arcadia 


Reprinted from “The Coin Slot,” Shefras 
Automatics, Ltd., London, 

One of the most successful musical 
plays—light opera or musical comedy 
would, I presume, be the more correct 
term to use—of all time was The Ar- 
cadians, in which that great comedian, 
the late Alfred Lester, played a prom- 
inent role. 

If our memory is correct the “Arcad- 
ians” were inhabitants of “Arcady,” a 
mythical place wherein life was delight- 
fully happy and pleasant. 

In this issue of The Coin Slot we are 
concerned not with “Arcady” or its 
“Arcadians,” but with Arcadia. By this 
we mean coin-operated amusement ma- 
chine arcades and matters appertaining 
thereto. Arcades of the kind referred to 
are by no means new; in fact, under all 
sorts of names they have been in exist- 
ence for some considerable time. But 
with the growth in popularity of pinball 
they have increased in numbers, so much 
so that today there must be more of them 
than at any other time. 

A similar thing has happened in 
America, where the latest and biggest 
are known as Sportlands. But what’s in 
a name? At least as far as the purpose 
of this editorial is concerned. Sport- 


land, Joyland, Fun Fair, Arcade; we can 
classify them all as coming within the 
realm of Arcadia. 

Arcades may be divided into two gen- 
eral classes, those built specially for the 
purpose and premises originally used for 
other objects but converted to suit the 
amusement caterers’ needs. From the 
point of view of layout and general con- 
venience the advantage is most likely to 
be with the first category, but that does 
not mean to say that those in the latter 
class need be unattractive. 

A man with cramped premises will cer- 
tainly have to do a lot of thinking if he 
is going to get the best out of his efforts. 
The public does not appreciate places 
where its comfort is not studied—placcs 
where it cannot move about freely and 
play without being perpetually jogged or 
hampered by the movements of others. 
Such a state of affairs is not altogethe! 
confined to the very small places; we 
have seen reasonably large arcades s0 
overloaded with machines as to make 
them most uncomfortable from the pub- 
lic’s point of view. It is, of course, pos- 
sible to go to the other extreme and 
make a place resemble a barn—most cold 
and uninviting. But there is, in all 
things, a happy medium and in sugges*- 
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ing that there should be in every arcade 
adequate room for patrons to play and 
move about in comfort we do not advo- 
cate turning them into what would be 
nothing more or less but shelters from 
inclement weather. 

The question of equipment is one that 
can best be decided according to the 
nature of the district served and the 
type of persons likely to afford the big- 
gest slice of patronage. Pin tables are 
almost certain to predominate these days. 
Some caterers find it pays them best to 
be catholic; that is to say they find that 
numbers of different types make a 
stronger appeal to the public than the 
featuring of one or two kinds only. 
Others find it more profitable to go all out 
for the very latest while there are quite 
a number who have found that there are 
still folk with a preference for some 
of the earlier models. There can be no 
hard and fast rule unless, of course, one 
excepts the fact that no matter what 
makes or types of tables dre preferred 
they must always be well serviced and 
cared for. Arguments arising out of

that Billy Russell Jr. favors one table. 
This happens to be Jigsaw which gave 
him such successful results last season. 
All of this goes to prove how difficult it 
is to give definite advice on the matter 
of pin-table equipment for arcades. Mr. 
Russell is well satisfied with his method 
—so are the others with theirs. 

In the matter of other machines the 
caterer must largely be influenced by the 
amount of space at his disposal. Cranes, 
shooters and fortune tellers are used by 
many to make a good front flash. Here 
there is a varied range from which to 
choose—their success will largely be de- 
pendent upon good servicing and attend- 
ance. 

As for standard arcade equipment the 
punch-ball is definitely a “regular.” Ad- 
vice on this point is not difficult as the 
Shefras punch-ball has more than proved 
its worth. A newer machine of different 
type which is finding much favor among 
arcade proprietors is the 4-Drum Multi- 
play without jackpot. 

The decoration of arcades is an im- 
portant matter but here again there can 
be no fixed rule. We have seen places 
looking resplendent thanks to the well- 
thought-out use of foils and others, 
equally successful, altho decorated on 
more dignified lines. Whatever scheme 
may be best suited to particular districts, 
particular care and attention must be 
devoted to lighting and cleanliness. One 
great thing has to be borne in mind 
about lighting—no lamp must be placed 
in such a position that it causes re- 
flection or dazzle on the glass of pin 
tables and so interferes with a patron’s 
play. As for cleanliness that goes for 
everything; the place, machines and at- 
tendants. We do not altogether advocate 
uniforms for the inside staff as they do 
not appear quite so suitable or eco- 
nomical as overall coats. These can look 
quite smart in white or buff—contrasting 
facings enhance the appearance —or 
other color schemes can be adopted. The 
great thing is that the overalls must be 
clean even if it means a slight increase 
in the weekly laundry bill. Once upon 
a time maybe, any old thing would do, 
but those days fre over. If the machine 
business is to be well thought of by the 
public and national and local authorities, 
caterers and operators must aim at a 
high standard of presentation. 

Children should not, in the opinion of 
many experienced men, be encouraged to 
patronize arcades. In fact many definite- 
ly favor barring them and indeed do so 
as is evident by the notices they display 
to that effect. If an adult has a child 
with him and wishes to patronize the ar- 
cade the aspect is different, but chil- 
dren by themselves are more often than 
not a nuisance and, what is more, pro- 
vide the “antis” with their most power- 
ful argument. We do not necessarily 
subscribe to the view that arcades teach 
the young to gamble any more than do 
we say that if children were allowed in 
licensed houses they would learn to 
drink. But, knowing how strongly the 
cutside world feels about it and as their 
patronage is not really sought, we say 
“keep them out.”

While “G? Men Work Quietly, Coinmen 
Should Protect Future of Pin Games 


By SILVER SAM 


Almost every week brings new reports 
of the quiet investigation of federal 
agents into the coin-machine business. 
These G men seem most interested in 
slot machines. Ostensibly, the informa- 
tion they gather is being turned over 
to the internal revenue department for 
use in checking on income tax. 

But it has a deeper meaning than 
that. For about two years certain 
agencies of the federal government have 
been making one of the most complete 
and thoro investigations of all kinds of 
rackets the. country has known in its 
history. The information is being 
gathered quietly and with as little pub- 
licity as possible. A lot of publicity 
has been given recently to the work of 
the modern G men of the bureau of in- 
vestigation under J. Edgar Hoover. This 
is one of the most efficient bureaus in 
the entire governmental setup, and the 
trade can be assured that the investi- 
gators working for this department are 
going to get the information they are 


after. 
Defends Pinball . 


I saw a written report given by a job- 
ber to federal agents recently. The job- 
ber frankly admitted handling slot ma- 
chines (after the agents showed him 
they had the evidence anyway) and then 
went on record as vigorously defending 
pinball as a game of skill. All jobbers 
and distributors who have come face to 
face with these investigators say they 
are very courteous and businesslike. 
They say that it is no violation of fed- 
eral law to buy or sell slot machines— 
but they are interested in getting cer- 
tain information. 

The “old heads” will say that no job- 
ber or distributor should “admit” any- 
thing, but with the efficient work being 
done by the modern G men the trade 
will gain a lot of advantages by frankly 
giving the facts asked for. The investi- 
gators already have information on bank 
accounts, freight movements, etc., so 
that a man is merely making a fool of 
himself to try to play close mouthed. 
The jobber mentioned above, I think, 
did a very sensible thing in making a 
strong defense for pinball games and 
leaving it to the government agents to 
do what they will about slot machines. 


Check on Income Tax 


The natural question is to ask what 
the federal government will do with the 
informaticn it gathers. Ostensibly, it 
is to check on income tax. But the 
present bureau of investigation of the 
department of justice is not only in- 
terested in a complete check on kid- 
napers, gangsters, etc., but is also in- 
terested in complete files on the fellows 
who play on the margin of rackets. To 
be sure, they will not pass up any valu- 
able information. To them any man 
who deals in goods known to be used 
for illegal purposes will eventually be 
tied up in some way with a racket or 
Political graft of some kind. The pres- 
ent bureau of investigation in Washing- 
ton is smart enough to realize the value 
of a complete file of all who deal in 
games of chance in any way. To them 
it may come in for a useful purpose 
some day. In their “rogues’ gallery” 
one may soon expect to find some fa- 
miliar names and some very interesting 
information? 

It is to be also that the 
Present management of the federal 
agencies for investigating rackets and 
crime will co-operate to the fullest ex- 
tent with local governments that may 
be interested in stamping out local 
rackets. This will enable reform ad- 
Ministrations in many cities and States 
to do a much more thoro job in clean- 
ing up graft and rackets than has been 
done in the past. The present anti- 
tacket movement in New York City, 
Which promises to be the first genuine 
movement in its history, may be the 
beginning and the example for similar 
movements in many other cities.

Should Co-Operate 


This is a situation in which the “old 
heads” in the business, who have al- 
Ways been accustomed to secrecy, pay- 
offs and other questionable methods, 
should quietly get off to themselves for 
the time being and try fo turn over a 


new leaf. Those who are interested in 
perpetuating the legitimate amusement 
games as a means of livelihood for thou- 
sands of operators should also take pre- 
cautions to keep the reputation of the 
amusement games as clear as possible. 

To those interested in maintaining 
the good reputation of pinball, cranes 
and diggers, it will be best to co-oper- 
ate fully with federal agents in supply- 
ing any reasonable information they 
want. If a good word can be effective- 
ly spoken for the amusement games, do 
so and let them do what they will about 
games of chance. If federal agents 
make a clear distinction in legitimate 
pinball games and diggers and cranes, as 
against well-known games of chance, 
then it will be much easier to get fair 
consideration for legitimate games from 
Newspapers and the public. 

Quietly but surely the federal men are 
gathering their information. When they 
trail as few as six slot machines across 
four States they evidently mean to get 
all details.

Good Publicity 


For Lotteries 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—The New York 
Times reported that Mrs. Oliver Harri- 
man had obtained permission to erect a 
booth in Times Square and conduct a 
poll on legalizing lotteries. The move- 
ment to legalize lotteries is expected to 
have far-reaching effects on certain 
types of games of chance and the public 
attitude toward such devices, 


For six months or so Mrs. Harriman, 
a gracious white-haired woman, has 
been vigorously conducting a campaign 
to bring about the legalization of lot- 
teries in this country thru the National 
Conference for Legalizing Lotteries. It 
is her opinion that the time has arrived 
to “care for the poor and the destitute 
and the starving babies in America.” 


“I have been abroad 50 times or 
more,” she said, fanning herself with a 
palm leaf while sitting in front of her 
apartment window, “helping others— 
refugees and the poor and the starving. 
Now I think it’s time we kept our money 
at home instead of sending it abroad to 
build hospitals in Ireland and other 
countries.” 


She would prefer that persons con- 
tribute to charitable organizations 
voluntarily, but she is sure that some 
such stimulus as a lottery is necessary 
to make them do so. Mrs. Harriman 
said that something drastic must be 
done quickly, as “more and more organi- 
zations and institutions are going into 
the red.” 


“My interest,” she declared, “is in the 
hospitals and worthy charities, not in 
the lotteries themselves as a private 
profit-making or business enterprise. 
Of course, many persons will be dis- 
pleased with lotteries because they are 
a form of gambling.” 


The straw vote to be taken in Times 
Square, probably around Labor Day, will 
ask the voter to answer “Yes” or “No” 
to the following question: “Are you in 
favor of legalizing lotteries under State 
supervision for the benefit of worthy 
charities and hospitals?” 


Campaigns will be started among 
State legislators to bring about the 
legalization of lotteries. Key spots have 
been polled and the unofficial results 
have shown a verdict of 16-1 in favor of 
legalization. 


Mrs. Harriman believes that lotteries 
in America will become a question al- 
most as vital as prohibition. “Surely,” 
she said, “it is better to have hospitals 
and institutions receive money than a 
lot of racketeers.”

Midget Coinage 
Bill Is Killed 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17. — News dis- 
patches yesterday said that with its 
chairman contending the Supreme 
Court would not uphold the Attorney- 
General's contention that State coinage 
of subpenny sales tax pieces was illegal, 
the House coinage committee killed the 
midget coin bill. 


The committee voted 9 to 1 to table 
the legislation. Representative Compton 
I. White (Dem., Idaho) was the only 
member voting for the issuance of new 
and smaller change. Chairman Andrew 
L. Somers (Dem., New York) voted with 
others against the administration pro- 
posal. 

“In opposing the midget coin plan,” 
Somers said, “we took the attitude that 
the question involved—the minting of 
a coin with which to pay sales taxes— 
is a State matter and should be solved 
by the States.” 


Governor Calls It Silly 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Aug. 17.—Governor 
Marland recently characterized as “silly” 
the slot-machine raids made by Kay 
County officials at Ponca City, the 
gOvernor’s home. 

The raids were made at direction of 
O. B. Martin, Kay County attorney, who 
was criticized last week by Governor 
Marland at the time the governor di- 
rected a Kay County bootlegger cleanup. 

“He lets those wide-open honkatonks 
go and picks on a few nickel slot ma- 
chines,” the governor commented. 

The governor said he had ordered an 
investigation to learn why Kay County’s 
biggest whisky wholesaler had closed 
down before the raids. 


Ice Cream by Machine 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—And now ice 
cream is being sold by means of coin- 
operated vending machines here. 

Five thousand machines have been 
made which will keep cartons of ice 
cream for as long as four days and 
nights in heat-wave weather, says The 
London Sunday Express. 

A contract for 50,000,000 cartons has 
been placed by the firm manufacturing 
the machines, each of which will con- 
tain 100.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—What is 
claimed to be a revolutionary plan for 
promoting the popularity of pinball 
thru the use of merchandise coupons 
has been presented to operators in New 
York by Louis Goldberg. Mr. Goldberg, 
well known to operators here, has or- 
ganized the Premium Exchange and 
Service Corporation with offices in the 
General Motors Building. The plan 
embodies a city-wide program for the 
awarding of merchandise premiums with 
pinball games. Operators will use the 
coupons furnished by the exchange, the 
operator paying 50 per cent and the 
location paying 50 per cent, and the 
player may exchange these coupons thru 
the central office for premiums desired. 
The exchange will also publish a prem- 
ium catalog for distribution to players 
on locations so that they may see the 
wide variety of premiums offered. 


Goldberg says that many outstanding 
evils will be eliminated. The operator 
will purchase the coupons at denomina- 
tions of 5 cents, 10 cents and 25 cents. 
This immediately eliminates all cash 
payouts which the city administration 
has frowned upon and which has been 
the basic cause for most trouble here. 
Instead of being paid two free plays 
with 10 cents in cash the player now 
receives a certificate for 10 coupons. By 
this method Mr. Goldberg proposes to 
simplify the awarding of prizes here. 

The public need not worry about hav- 
ing to come back to some individual lo- 
cation to play again so that sufficient 
coupons can be had to be turned into 
something of value. Anywhere in the 
city, where the player finds pinball, he 
may receive the same type of coupons. 
By saving these coupons he can then 
come to the Premium Exchange and 
Service Corporation showrooms and of- 
fices in the General Motors Building and 
choose whatever item he likes best. 


Also these items in great part will be ~ 


in the catalog he will find on the loca- 
tion where he plays the games. 


First Logical Plan

Michigan Papers 


Publish Exposes 


LANSING, Mich., Aug. 17.—Michigan 
newspapers in many cases are publish- 
ing unfavorable news and editorials con- 
cerning certain conditions in the use of 
games of chance thruout the State. It 
is expected to start a general agitation 
which may react even against the 
straight pinball games. 

The Grand Rapids Press suggests 
frankly that the governor and attorney- 
general are directly responsible for con- 
ditions, citing the unfulfilled promises 
of these two officials made several weeks 
ago to remedy the gambling situation. 
This newspaper has made a survey of 
many sections of the State and calls 
attention to where law enforcement is 
lax. The publication says that games of 
chance are especially numerous in re- 
sort places, clubs, etc., and that officials 
apparently are making no attempt to 
enforce the law. 

This unfavorable publicity, resulting 
from the widespread use of certain types 
of machines in resort spots, is expected 
to occur in many places over the coun- 
try so that the public will become 
aroused against all types of amusement 
games. While the Michigan newspapers 
seem to be confining their adverse pub- 
licity to jackpot and cash payout ma- 
chines, legal amusement games may be 
included at any time.
